A press release issued last week by the office of Representative Joe Moakiey (D-Boston) announced that “members of the 
Massachusetts House delegation have put their chowder where their mouths are” in a bet on the outcome of the big game.

A low-key effort to name the new $218 million federal courthouse after Robert Kennedy seems 
unlikely to get off the drawing board. A principal reason: US Representative Joe Moakley (D-Boston), 
the senior member of the state’s congressional delegation, has declined to sign on, and admits he 
wouldn't mind if the building were named after himself. 

Kennedy’s name is being pushed by former state and federal human-services official Phil 
Johnston, who once worked as an aide to the late Democrat. 

Johnston says he met with Moakley in 1993 or ’94, “and he was quite receptive.” Moakley did not, 
however, file legislation to turn Johnston's wish into reality, nor is he inclined to do so now. “This just 
came up in conversation,” Moakley says. “If | went down and filed a bill every time somebody 
mentioned something to me, | wouldn't be doing anything else.” 

Moakley adds that he’s done nothing to advance his 
own candidacy, but concedes, “It would be a nice 
memoir to leave behind, to have your name on a building 
as great as that.” Moakley’s spokeswoman, Karin 
Walser, is considerably more emphatic: “They'd better 
name it after Joe Moakley. He did get most of the money x 
for the courthouse.” 

Moakley no doubt would like to join his friend, the late 
Tip O'Neill, in having a major architectural legacy. And 
sentiment aside, Moakley clearly has done more for 
Massachusetts than Kennedy, a former US attorney 
general who later served as a US senator from New 
York. Indeed, a more plausible candidate than Kennedy 
might be the late senator Paul Tsongas, a national 
leader who was also instrumental in revitalizing his 
hometown of Lowell. 

When told of Moakley’s remarks, Johnston, who lost a 
tough congressional race to Bill Delahunt last fall and 
will soon begin a teaching job at Brandeis University, refused to pick a fight. 

“| don’t want to get into the middle of this,” Johnston says. “I have great regard for Joe Moakley. | do 
think it would be wonderful to find some way in which to honor Robert Kennedy.”

Pressed 
Streets 


“I go back to my reading. I will 
not use today. I see the lie for 
what it is and stop my ears from 
the song of the heroin siren that 
sings in my head.” 

So reads the story “Her Name 
Is Heroin,” written by Mark D. 
Goldfinger, editor of Pressed 
Streets and a former homeless 
heroin addict. 

This winter marks the first 
issue of Pressed Streets, a “street 
journal of the arts” that includes 
poetry, news stories, and 
sketches. “The point of the paper 
is to give a voice to people who 
don’t have one,” says the 51- 
year-old Goldfinger. “The accent 
is on the arts, and the writings 
are by artists within the homeless 
community.” 

The artwork is both 
professional-looking and 
intensely disturbing. On the first 
page, Mel Burns, another 
formerly homeless contributor, 
has penciled a sketch of Santa in 

a back alley with 
a shopping cart 
full of gifts — 
everything from 
“fear” and 
“pain” to “more 
despair” and 
“more poverty.” 
His plump 
cheeks curl into 
a warm smile as 
he hands the 
gifts to three small children. 
“This,” says Goldfinger, “is 
reality to many.” 
Goldfinger, a junkie for over 


-30 years, was the editor of Spare 


Change, another homeless-run 
publication, from 1994 to last 
year, when he resigned to start 
his own literary journal. 

“I used my own money that | 
saved through selling Spare 
Change, doing poetry readings, 
and speaking at local colleges 
and high schools about 
addiction,” says Goldfinger, a 
Cambridge resident. 

So far, says Goldfinger, the 
first 2000 copies of the paper are 
moving quickly, and he hopes to 
double the number of copies on 
the newsstands for the next 
issue. 

“People are buying it and even 
more people are sending 
submissions in, so | think it 
could make it,” he says. 

Pressed Streets can be bought 
for $1 at the Bookcellar Café, 
near Porter Square; Club Passim, 
in Harvard Square; and the Lucy 
Parsons Center bookstore, in 
Central Square. Or look for street 
vendors throughout Cambridge 
and Boston.

The first 
candlepins of

“I 
can’t slide,” she 
protests, 
balefully toeing 
the floor of 
Lane Eight. 
Above the 
rumble of balls 
and clacking of 
pins from the 
other lanes, the 
management 
resists: any 
slicker, and the 
footing would 
be dangerous. 
Just as things 
seem to be 
heading to an impasse, 
Betty (whose last name we'll 
spare) notices she’s still 
wearing her street shoes. 

As the 20 or so 
Arlington and Cambridge 
women of the Thursday- 
morning house league are 
all past retirement age, 
Betty’s teammates and 
their rivals today on Team 
Two start cracking wise 
about senile dementia. 

Conviviality prevails 
here — among carpet wall 
murals of bowling balls 
and flying candlepins — 
almost to the point of 
crowding out the game. 
This morning, the first ball 
didn’t head down the lane 
till a good half-hour past 
the scheduled 9:30 start, 
long after the last harried 
commuters had passed on 
the rain-pelted Concord 
Turnpike outside — and 
even then only after a 
voice came on the PA to 
urge the women to get 
going. Till then, they 
lingered over conversation 
(health, family, slot 
machines), coffee, and 
filter-tip cigarettes. 

“We just come for the 
fun,” says Team Two’s 
Margaret Harding, a 
retired sales clerk. 

But these sweatered

ladies do pay close 
attention to the bowling. 
The six-team league keeps 
standings (Team Three is 
the current leader, with 
Team Two in third place), 
and it pays cash: at the 
banquet marking the end 
of each September-to- May 
season, participants get a 
dollar for each game their 
team has won, and one for 
each individual victory 
(competing teams pair off 
into head-to-head contests, 
matching up bowlers who 
have similar averages). 

As of 1995, according 
to an International 
Candlepin Bowling 
Association poster on the 
wall, the top individual 
game score ever recorded 
is a 240, a mere four- 
fifths of a theoretically 
possible 300. 

And that bowler was a 
man and in his vigorous 
prime, neither of which is 
true of the Thursday- 
morning bowlers. League 
averages tend to fall 
between the 60s and the 
low 80s, and strikes are 
uncommon. 

“A lot of us used to be 
good bowlers,” says Team 
Three’s Barbara Shea, 
who says her average used 
to be a 94. Most of the 
women don’t mind the

decline, Shea says. But, 
she adds, “when the 
men’s averages drop, they 
don’t want to bowl 
anymore.” 

So the women go by 
themselves, as some of 
them did decades ago, 
when Lanes & Games ran 
a nursery so that 
homemaker mothers 
could come in and bowl.

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Christopher Plummer etches

BARRYMORE, by William Luce.

HE TITLE CHARACTER in Barry- 
Tee: recalls fondly “a bibulous fellow 
thespian” who drank so 
much that, when cremated, he ex- 

ploded. The John Barrymore 
brought to life on the stage of the Colonial 
Theatre is more stewed than flambéed, but 
Christopher Plummer’s performance is py- 
rotechnical enough that no match is need- 
ed. Or much of a play, either, as it turns 
out. This brief candle lit to the memory of 
the legendary actor by Belle of Amherst au- 
thor William Luce is mostly recitation and 
vaudeville jokes, much of it eminently en- 
joyable but about as likely to call up Bar- 
rymore as Noel Coward’s Madame Ar- 
cati is. Which is where Plummer comes 

in — what a marvelously precise actor 

he is, capable of conjuring the great 

gifts, the peculiar mix of ego and self- 
loathing, beneath his character’s pickled 
flamboyance. In this role at least, the 
Canadian Shakespearean is both literally 
and, in his mix of subtlety and shtick, 
figuratively staggering. 

Not that Plummer’s abilities are a sur- 
prise. No one who saw him wipe the stage 
floor with James Earl Jones’s imposing 
but too-civilized Othello will forget Plum- 
mer’s crafty Iago. And his Macbeth sur- 
vived with dignity the troubled produc- 
tion, which also starred Glenda Jackson, 
that passed through Boston a decade ago. 
So is it any wonder that his spent but still 
crackling Barrymore — a month short of 
death but still trying to play Richard III — 
eats his heart out without taking too big a 
bite of the scenery? 

The device is that Barrymore, in the 
spring of 1942, has rented a rundown 
New York playhouse for a single evening 
to prove to himself and the audience that he 
can still act. The only other character is a 
flouncy off-stage prompter, who feeds Bar- 
rymore lines, encouragement, bitter bits of 
exasperation, tough love. Of course, the 
whole episode may be an alcoholic delusion. 
Toward the end, Barrymore intimates that 
the prompter ain’t no prompter but the 
Reaper comin’ for to carry him home — less 
to the bosom of his maker than to that of 
“Mum Mum,” the indomitable actress/man- 
ager and maternal grande-mére Louisa Lane 
Drew, in whose Philadelphia manse (nick- 
named “the Tomb of the Capulets”) little Li- 
onel, Ethel, and Jack Barrymore grew into 
“the family business.” 

The actor arrives first, the voice and 
then the person, bearing his bottles of 
hooch crossed in front of him, as if they 
were swords bound for Bosworth Field. 
His intent is to re-create, for one night 
only, his success as “ruthless Richard the 
turd.” But first he needs must softshoe 
into the wings, returning after some crash- 
ing with a tea cart set up as a bar. Sipping 
from a highball glass, he frustrates the 
prompter and regales us with dirty limer- 
icks and dapper/poignant recollections. 
Occasionally, despite the death of many 
brain cells, he marshals the famous larynx

to assay Richard III — though what he re- 
members are bits and pieces. One of the 
play’s more touching aspects is its depic- 
tion of the jumble of poetry that lies, like 
crumpled bits of paper, in the once-great 
actor’s head. This Barrymore rambles 
from Hamlet to The Hound of Heaven to 
invoke his pique or despair. And even the 
cheap stuff gets mouthed with a flourish. 
Shuddering that, with his alimony in ar- 
rears, one of his four ex-wives

Plummer’s matinee idol manqué 
rolls the “r” as if he were Pavarotti. 

In a better one-man (or very nearly one- 
man) show about the Great Profile, one 
might wish for fewer amusing quips about 
women and booze, more insight into the 
squandered but nonetheless momentous ca- 
reer. Barrymore, more destined for than 
dedicated to the stage, made his start in 
light comedy. But at the urging of his friend,

the playwright Edward Sheldon, he turned 
to more substantial stuff: Richard in 1920, 
Hamlet in 1922. He was hailed as the suc- 
cessor to Edwin Booth, whose 100-perfor- 
mance run as Hamlet he beat. Instead, al- 
ready profligate, he retreated to Hollywood, 
where he played, among other roles, Mercu- 
tio and Svengali. He returned to the stage, 
briefly, in 1939 in a piece of twaddle called 
My Dear Children. It is three years later that 
we encounter him here, wondering, “Did 
some part of this wreck stay true?” 

We don’t see as much of the wreckage, 
or of the brilliance, as we might in Barry- 
more. We do hear some pretty funny stories 
(many of them culled from chum Gene 
Fowler’s 1944 biography Good Night, 
Sweet Prince). And Plummer — whether 
putting a spit-shine on such alliterative 
baubles as “Teutonic tease” and “Germanic 
geranium” (terms with which Barrymore 
attempts to seduce a Wagnerian sanitarium 
matron) or stoically, movingly acknowledg- 
ing defeat — supplies the brilliance. Would 
that he were riding the Bard, rather than 
this mythically fueled but unwinged vehicle, 
toward Broadway. s

In a direct address to a rather antisocial, rifle- 
toting sniper who was taking potshots at resi- 
dents of the Blackstone Valley, a Phoenix re- 
porter — who understandably chose to remain 
anonymous — offered the following advice. 

“If you’re feeling that you have no control 
unless you’re roaming the streets with your 
.22, wake up: life on the outside is tough, but 
wait until the prison 
guards and psychia- 
trists get their hand- 
cuffs and straitjackets 
on you. You’re going 
to end up dead or in 
jail or in a mental hos- 
pital for the rest of 
your natural life. 

“But there may be a 
way out. Retire. Send 
me the gun, to show 
you mean it. Get out of 
town. Go to Cancun or 
Honduras. Join the 
contras or the CIA. 
You’ve got marketable 
skills, and they'll find 
the cannon fodder 
somewhere.

Some cops at the Malden police station 
Say it’s all in a day’s work.

ON A BLUSTERY winter night in 1990, several of 
Malden’s less fortunate, including a well-known lo- 
cal named Norma Castine, were huddled in the 
front lobby of the city’s police station — a modern- 
looking building of brick and glass in the city’s main 
square — trying to keep warm. 


GOOD COP, BAD COP: it’s hard to protect and serve, say several Malden police 
officers, when you are harassed at work. 


The cops knew the homeless slept there 
from time to time. Out of compassion, they 
usually allowed them to stay. 

A police lieutenant appeared at the top of 
the steps with a fire hose in hand. He 
turned it on and unleashed a torrent on the 
people below. As the water pounded down, 
the homeless scrambled to gather their be- 
longings and piled out the door, dripping 
wet, into the cold. Castine was the last to 
make it out. She literally rolled out the glass 
door and onto the sidewalk. 

The lieutenant’s explanation, according 
to an affidavit from a fellow officer: “They 
stink and smell up the station.” 

That lieutenant is now a captain. His 
name is Edmund Martel, a stocky, thick- 
necked man with black hair and glasses 
who usually wears a stereotypical detec- 
tive’s trench coat. And that winter night is 


not, according to a Phoenix investigation, 


the only time he has acted in a manner that 
raised other cops’ eyebrows. Nor, for that 
matter, is he the only cop in the Malden de- 
partment with unprofessional behavior and 
a bad attitude. 

Their problem isn’t with the homeless, 
however. It’s with their fellow officers. Affi- 
davits obtained by the Phoenix paint a pic- 
ture of men who harass the women who 
work with them — and who retaliate 
against the men who stand up for those 
women. And, to date, Malden police chief 
Neil Buckley — who, a few years after the 
fire-hose incident, appointed Martel chief

executive officer of the department and 
head of internal affairs — has done little to 
rectify the situation. 

In affidavits filed with the Massachusetts 
Commission Against Discrimination 
(MCAD), two female officers — Diane Ter- 
rio, an 18-year veteran, and Patricia Bailey, 
a second-year officer — tell of the depart- 
ment’s harsh treatment of its few women. 

Terrio is a single mother and, according 
to police-union president Dennis Sullivan, 
a damn good cop. But in the fall of 1990, 
Captain Angelo Scacchi, whose job at the 
time was to oversee the officers and their 
timekeeping, noticed that Terrio, a dis- 
patcher, was calling in and missing shifts 
she was scheduled to share with Martel. 
When Scacchi confronted her on the sub- 
ject, Terrio explained that Lieutenant Mar- 
tel was harassing her regularly by standing 
over her as she worked, belittling her ability 
to handle callers. He was also denying her 
breaks, and even refusing to allow her to 
use the bathroom during her shift. 

Martel admitted to Scacchi that Terrio 
was being denied breaks and bathroom vis- 
its. Scacchi told Martel that he had to stop. 

“It was clear to me that Lt. Martel’s be- 
havior was causing Officer Terrio to be 
emotionally upset while working her shift,” 
Scacchi wrote in a 1995 letter to the 
MCAD. And, the letter continues, “I ad- 
vised Lt. Martel to cease from harassing 
her on the shift and to allow her to take 
breaks during her shift.” 


The harassment, however, didn’t stop — 
it just took other forms over the years. On 
April 12, 1995, according to Terrio’s attor- 
ney, Terrio was one of seven officers in- 
formed by Martel that they were being in- 
vestigated for fraudulent use of sick leave. 
The other six officers were male. Terrio 
was the only one called in for an interview. 

During that interview, in front of several 
colleagues and supervisors, Martel berated 
Terrio about being out the week of the pre- 
vious July 4 — the week of her father’s 
death. She tried to explain to Martel that 
Chief Buckley had received a letter from 
her stating that her father had died and that 
she’d be out on bereavement; Buckley was 
present but said nothing. 

Following that meeting, Terrio filed a 
complaint with the MCAD. Early last year 
the board found probable cause, meaning 
that Terrio had a case worth pursuing, and 
is scheduling a mediation hearing to resolve 
the matter. According to the MCAD find- 
ings based on testimony from Terrio, Sulli- 
van, and several other officers in atten- 
dance, “the Complainant was verbally ha- 
rassed by Captain Martel, the internal af- 
fairs officer.” The MCAD findings went on 
to conclude, “There has been no evidence 
provided to the commission that a male of- 
ficer has ever been subject to the terms and 
conditions Complainant has been subject 
to. There is evidence to allow a reasonable 
fact-finder to conclude that unlawful dis- 
crimination occurred.” 





PATRICIA BAILEY has been with the 
Malden police only since May 1994, but 
she, too, has filed allegations of harass- 
ment with the MCAD. In the fall of 1994, 
a few months after joining the force, she 
was promoted to undercover narcotics de- 
tective. A strikingly pretty young woman 
from a family of cops, Bailey learned the 
lingo of the streets and embraced even the 
tougher parts of the job, setting up drug 
buys with some of the shadiest characters 
in the city. 

Not long after she came onto the force, 
Bailey was called into Captain Anthony 
Carlucci’s office. While she was there, says 
union president and fellow officer Dennis 
Sullivan, another officer telephoned on 
Carlucci’s line. Carlucci asked Bailey to an- 
swer it. She did, and she was met with 
heavy breathing. 

When Bailey made it clear the phone call 
had made her uncomfortable, Carlucci told 
her that, in her line of work, such pranks 
are part of the job. In fact, according to her 
attorney, she was told by Carlucci to get 
used to it. The heavy breather was never 
identified. 

Although other officers witnessed her an- 
swering the phone in Carlucci’s office, 
nothing came of her complaints about the 
incident. So Bailey, believing she couldn’t 
count on support from her colleagues, 
dropped the issue. 

Unwilling to stand by and simply watch 
as two fellow officers were being openly ha- 
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rassed, Scacchi and union president Den- 
nis Sullivan stepped in to support the two 
women. They assisted the women in seek- 
ing legal help and in filing complaints with 
the MCAD. And both wrote affidavits testi- 
fying that the actions of the accused male 
officers were out of line. 

They didn’t know at the time how much 
trouble they were in for. 


DENNIS SULLIVAN, a 42-year-old father 
of five, has served with the Malden Police 
Department for 21 years. He was elected 
president of the Malden Police Patrolman’s 
Association (MPPA) in 1994, expecting 
he’d be helping to work toward a better 
contract and stricter safety regulations for 
Malden cops. Instead, he says, he endured 
two years of retaliation and even lost his 
job because he came to the assistance of his 
female colleagues. 

In March of 1995, after putting Terrio 
and Bailey in touch with outside legal 
counsel, Sullivan learned that he was being 
investigated by Martel’s internal-affairs de- 
partment based on allegations that he had 
made sexually explicit comments about Bai- 
ley and another female officer. 

The investigation began with a rumor: 
during a cookout at his home, with Bailey 
and another woman in attendance, Sulli- 
van allegedly told several of the male offi- 
cers in attendance that he wouldn’t mind 
“getting in the pants of” and “screwing”

the two female officers. 

The two women, according to Sullivan, 
were never even at his house. Believing 
that Martel’s investigation was motivated 
by revenge, Sullivan filed a retaliation 
complaint with the MCAD. The complaint 
resulted, in March 1996, in a ruling of 
probable cause against Martel — mean- 
ing, as with Terrio, that Sullivan had a 
case worth pursuing. 

Martel suddenly dropped his investiga- 
tion when three officers came forward to 
say that Sullivan had never made those 
comments about the female officers. 

In the meantime, in July of 1995, Martel 
had launched another investigation, this 
time into Sullivan’s use of sick leave. This 
seemed to be a recurring tactic used by 
Martel to get back at those who crossed 
him: first Terrio, and now Sullivan, were 
being accused of abusing the department’s 
sick-leave policy. Martel claimed that Sulli- 
van used 465 days in 10 years, 165 days 
more than allowed. Although those num- 
bers would later be proved incorrect, Sulli- 
van was fired that October. 

“It really shouldn’t surprise me,” says 
Sullivan. “Martel is a monster. He’ll do 
anything to get back at you.” 

After a hearing before the Massachusetts 
Civil Service Commission on that issue, 
Sullivan was reinstated this past August. 
But the experience took a heavy toll. His 
marriage, he says, was damaged by the ac- 
cusations of sexual-harassment; and after 
being out of work for almost a year, he had 
to file for personal bankruptcy to keep his 
five children in school. 

But Sullivan is still fighting. He has tak- 
en both his cases — one filed after the ha- 
rassment investigation, one after he was 
fired — to Middlesex Superior Court and 
is awaiting his trial, scheduled for May. 


SULLIVAN IS not the only one claiming 
to be the object of departmental retaliation. 

A couple years after his initial involve- 
ment with Terrio’s work situation, Scacchi 
— a 23-year veteran of the department —

had a run-in with Martel that prompted 
him to bring Martel up on an internal 
charge. Scacchi filed the charge on a Fri- 
day; when he returned to work the follow- 
ing Monday, he found himself reassigned 
by Chief Buckley to desk duty. 

Now Scacchi’s responsibilities include 
keeping the schedules for shooting-range 
visits and CPR refresher courses for the of- 
ficers. He was told that the reassignment 


wasn’t personal — that sometimes job re- 
sponsibilities change. But Scacchi doesn’t 
buy that. 


“I have three notarized letters from fel- 
low officers who say that [Chief] Buckley 
admits that he transferred me to desk duty 
for personal reasons,” says Scacchi. 

On April 29, 1992, for instance, in a no- 
tarized letter, officer Rocky Brooks wrote, 







meeting with the MPPA and Chief Buckley, 
four times I asked the Chief if Captain 
Scacchi was removed from his job as Pa- 
trol Commander because of his qualifica- 
tions or if it was personal.” According to 
the affidavit, Buckley confirmed that “the 
Captain was more than qualified and that 
in fact he did a great job. The fourth time 
asked, the Chief stated that he’d rather not 
get into it, ‘it’s personal.’ ” That conversa- 
tion was also confirmed by Officer Charles 
Chambers in another affidavit. 

Then, on February 20 of last year, Scac- 
chi says, he encountered another form of 
retaliation. 

Scacchi was out for a short period with a 
knee injury. When he tried to return to full 
active duty, he was blocked by Chief Buck- 
ley, who sent Scacchi to a doctor for evalu- 
ation. The doctor, who “wasn’t even an or- 


thopedic doctor,” accord- 
ing to Scacchi, said he 
should be limited to light 
duty. 

Skeptical about the deci- 
sion, Scacchi returned on 
March | to his own doc- 
tor, an orthopedic special- 
ist, who told him he could 
return to full active duty. 
Scacchi returned to work 
the morning of March 7 
only to be sent home by 
Buckley, who ordered him 
to see a third doctor. 

“The chief told me he 
was going to force me to 
take early retirement,” 
says Scacchi. At that 
point, he filed a harass- 
ment complaint with the 
MCAD. On his visit to 
that third doctor in July, 
Scacchi was again given 
the okay to return to full 
active duty. 

This past November, the 
MCAD found probable 
cause in favor of Scacchi. 
Now Scacchi, like Terrio, 
is awaiting a mediation hearing between 
the department and the MCAD. 

The Phoenix's attempts to solicit an of- 
ficial response from the Malden Police 
Department have been met with stony si- 
lence. Chief Buckley has not returned re- 
peated phone calls. When asked what he 
thought of the charges against him and 
how he felt about women in the work- 
place, Martel directed the Phoenix to 
Malden city solicitor Jordan Shapiro, who 
has not returned phone calls. Shapiro, in- 
cidentally, is the man caught last year by a 
local newspaper with a sign in his office 
reading SEXUAL HARASSMENT IS NOT A

Term-limits activists fear aliens may have taken over Weld’s 
body. More like lust for power — or a fit of common sense. 


Weld unbound 


must feel like a scene from /nvasion 

of the Body Snatchers. 

During much of his time as governor, Bill 
Weld has carefully crafted an image for 
himself as a champion of the term-limits 
movement. One of its most visible leaders, 
Weld serves as a national co-chair of the 
US Term Limits Leadership Council, an 
advisory and public-relations arm of US 
Term Limits, which is the epicenter of the 
national movement. Weld also co-chaired 
the 1995 Massachusetts movement. He has 
praised limits as a way of “flushing out the 
political system,” and has sworn time and 
again that he would serve no more than two 
terms. “It’s necessary that we in govern- 
ment leave our isolated nests with regulari- 
ty,” he intoned in 1994. 

But one fruitless bid for the Senate and no 
cabinet job later, Weld is having second 
thoughts. “F. Scott Fitzgerald said the test 
of a first-rate intellect is the ability to em- 
brace contradictory propositions simultane- 
ously, and I am,” he said last month. (A fair- 
ly disingenuous attempt at making “I 
changed my mind” sound like some kind of 
Socratic exercise.) Last week, one unnamed

surrogate went so far as to tell the Boston 
Herald that Weld is “75 to 80 percent cer- 
tain” he wants to run again. 

Suddenly, like the human survivors in 
Body Snatchers who discover their friends 
have become pod people, devoted term- 
limits backers are facing the horror that 
Weld has become one of Them. Whether 
he chooses to run, and whether his credi- 
bility is shot, is almost beside the point 
now. Weld has revealed himself as any- 
thing but a true believer, which could have 
real implications for the movement as a 
whole. And if the effect is to slow the drive 
for term limits, then a little hypocrisy will 
have been a good thing. 

The passion for term limits is under- 
standable. Americans today see government 
as a festering locus of corruption and privi- 
lege. Endless stories of gratuitous perks, 
late-night pay raises, slimy relationships 
with lobbyists, and a pervasive arrogant 
elitism on the part of officials have fostered 
an intense throw-the-bums-out mentality. 

And throwing the bums out is really 
hard: with the advantages of name recog- 
nition, free media, and the overwhelming 
fundraising advantages enjoyed by those 
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who are able to trade on the in- 
fluence of their positions, polliti- 
cians these days have amazing 
longevity. 

But like many other rigidly 
constructed quick fixes to com- 
plex problems — “Three strikes 
and you’re out” sentencing, a 
balanced-budget amendment — 
term limits are the wrong solu- 
tion. Instead of limiting people’s 
choices, as term limits do, the 
answer is to broaden them. 

The way to do that is through 
serious campaign-finance reform, 
which would diminish the influence of 
monied interests on politics and encourage 
challengers who are scared off by the cur- 
rent system. 

Running for office today costs serious 
money; it is not unusual for a Senate can- 
didate to spend more than $10 million. In 
contrast to incumbents, who can gradually 
build massive “war chests,” challengers 
must either be very wealthy or must raise 
funds nonstop. Good reform — whether 
it’s public financing and free airtime for 
political campaigns, incentives to limit 
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spending, or lower caps on contributions 
— would give small-fry challengers a 
chance against money machines from Jesse 
Helms to Bill Clinton. 

Yet term-limits diehards will have none 
of that. Twenty states have limited their 
legislatures, and 40 states have limited their 
governors. Dozens of term-limit supporters 
have recently joined Congress. 

Still, some feel the movement may be 
maxing out. In 1995 the Supreme Court 
ruled that state laws limiting the terms of 
congressmen were unconstitutional. Even 
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in the boldly reformist days of the Contract with America, 
Congress failed to pass a term-limits bill (the only item from 
the Contract that didn’t sail through). At the time, Newt 
Gingrich took to the floor — unusual for the House Speaker 
— and swore it would be the-first issue considered im the 
next session of Congress. But while congressional hearings 
begin anew on the topic this week, the Republican leadership 
is not making any promises to term-limits activists. 

Meanwhile, around the country, legal challenges are un- 
derway against term-limits measures passed in recent years. 
Here in Massachusetts, the state’s Supreme Judicial Court 
will probably decide this spring whether to uphold a 1995 
ballot initiative limiting the terms of state officers. 

A new wave of such ballot initiatives is now emerging in 
major states from California to Florida. But with the political 
focus shifting from term limits to campaign-finance reform 
(thanks to the sickening stream of recent Clinton-campaign 
fundraising scandals), limits-backers are even more belea- 
guered. And now Bill Weld may be punching a hole in the 
credibility of their movement. 

“We do think it’s important that term-limits leaders lead 
by example,” says Jonathan Ferry, communications director 
for US Term Limits. 

“[Weld is] married to this issue. We are joined at the 
hip,” says Dorothea Thomas-Vitrac, the leader of the Mas- 
sachusetts movement, who worries about the example the 
governor could set. “That’s something | would be very con- 
cerned about. The vast majority of [state legislators] — Re- 
publicans included — would like nothing better than to see 
this law go away.” 

Weld may well deserve to be banished from politics if he 
breaks such a prominently touted promise. But a flip-flop 
would actually point to the case against term limits: some ar- 
gue that Weld lost his Senate race in part because voters 
wanted him to remain governor. Enough people seem to like 
Governor Weld that they ought to have the option of voting 
for him again if they want. 

Of course, those who don’t like Weld will complain that 
his wealth and impressive fundraising abilities would make it 
prohibitively difficult to get him out of office. Only someone 
with the financial network and personal fortune of Joe 
Kennedy could pose a serious challenge to the governor. 

Which leaves us with campaign-finance reform. If done 
correctly, it would force incumbents to worry less about 
fundraising and more about governing. It would also give 
voters more choices, by leveling the playing field and en- 
couraging candidates who might otherwise shun the vulgar 
fundraising frenzy required in a race against a $5 million 
war chest. Term limits, by contrast, narrow the choices by 
keeping some incumbents off the ballot. 

Undoubtedly term limits would bring some positive ef- 
fects. If Newt Gingrich knew he had just six years in 
Congress, do you think he would have spun the elaborate 
web of nonprofit “think tanks,” PACs, and college courses 
that brought him so much grief? But campaign-finance re- 
form could have stopped him as well. Good reform laws 
might also have prevented the wild spending spree that was 
the Weld-Kerry Senate race (the most expensive of ’96), 
something the two had pledged to avoid. 

Campaign-finance reform holds more promise than term 
limits for cleaning up government, and in 1997 it seems with- 
in reach. What is perhaps too much to ask, however, is that 
politicians actually keep their word. Clearly, it is too much for 
Bill Weld, who has revealed himself to be one of Them. *

While whites and minorities battle it out at projects 
like Old Colony, the BHA is struggling to get its act together 


Colonial unrest

HE OLD COLONY Housing De- 

velopment, in South Boston, is not a 

pretty place, especially on a midwin- 
ter day. Walk into the heart of the project, 
up Old Colony Avenue, down Patterson 
Street and through the drab tunnels con- 
necting the cracked, uneven cement 
squares that pass for courtyards, and you 
will see nobody. Around each of those 
squares sit four squat, brown, boxy build- 
ings. Pull open one of the heavy doors, wait 
for your eyes to adjust to the dark, climb 
the stairs to a third-floor apartment, and 
you will find Willy Tierney, who has been 
here since the development opened in 
1941. Until recently, Tierney will tell you, 
Old Colony — despite appearances — was 
a real neighborhood, a reservoir of Southie 
pride. And white. 

Then, starting in 1988, the Boston 
Housing Authority (BHA), which runs this 
city’s housing developments, moved mi- 
nority residents into Old Colony, and de- 
velopments like it in South Boston and 
Charlestown. Now Willy Tierney’s neigh- 
- borhood has become something else — the 
frontline in a race conflict that is hidden or 
ignored in much of the rest of Boston. In 
1996, about 45 percent of the incidents 
handled by the Boston Police Depart- 
ment’s Civil Disorders Unit (CDU) oc- 
curred in South Boston. The CDU is the 
police unit that handles hate crimes, and 
fully 25 percent of all citywide matters it 
handled last year went down in the Old 
Colony development. 

Willy Tierney, a tall Irish man with ruddy 
skin and hair as white as his home used to 
be, wants to make sure you understand 
he’s not racist. But he also wants you to 
know that the minorities, with no history 
here, and no respect for tradition, have ru- 
ined his neighborhood. “We've never had a 
drug problem here like we have now, until 
they integrated the project,” says Tierney. 
“No one ever thought you’d see heroin in 
South Boston.” He says white residents 
have suffered intimidation and harassment 
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by minority tenants, whose numbers grow 
at Old Colony with every year. 

Minority residents, of course, tell a very 
different and more common story. Sent 
into hostile territory, some of them say 
they’ve been harassed and assaulted by 
long-term residents who see the housing 
developments as theirs in perpetuity, and 
are bent on driving non-whites out. 

And in the middle of this mess is the 
BHA — in charge of fixing faucets, keep- 
ing the peace, and satisfying all of its ten- 
ants, even when they’re at each others’ 





throats. Sandra B. Henriquez has been 
BHA head since April. Hers hasn’t been an 
easy tenure so far. Almost as soon as she 
started, the papers began grafting adjec- 
tives onto her title, as in “embattled BHA 
chief Sandra Henriquez.” 

About the only thing whites and minori- 
ties agree on is that the BHA has done 
them wrong. White residents are mad at 
what they see as forced integration, and say 
the BHA favors minorities and ignores 
racial harassment when whites are the vic- 
tims. Minority residents charge that the

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BHA has discriminated against them, ig- 
nored their reports of race incidents, and 
even fostered a hostile atmosphere in devel- 
opments like Old Colony. Right now, the 
US Department of Housing and Urban 
Development (HUD) is investigating such 
claims made by 13 tenants of color in Bos- 
ton’s public housing. Its report is due in 
February. 

Also pending is a lawsuit against the 
BHA and Mayor Tom Menino brought by 
those same tenants. If they win, the suit 
could take a huge chunk out of the BHA’s 
revenues at a time when many of its devel- 
opments are nothing short of decrepit. 

The city has at least begun the first stage 
of addressing the chronic racial strife in 
BHA developments: recognizing the prob- 
lem. In December, Mayor Menino said he 
was moving public housing to the top of his 
agenda. And just three weeks ago, he made 
Henriquez a member of his cabinet. It’s the 
first time the head of the BHA has had a 
role in formulating policy in this city. And 
when South Boston councilor James M. 
Kelly was re-elected president of the Bos- 
ton City Council this month, he promised 
to make public housing the council’s top 
priority, too. 

Henriquez has put in place a much more 
rigorous, trackable procedure for dealing 
with civil disorders at BHA properties. She 
says she can already see improvements. 
“I’m absolutely confident that people are 
getting dealt with more fairly and quickly 
now,” says Henriquez after nine months in 
the job. “I’d stake my reputation on it. This 
organization is a different place.” 

Those who criticize the BHA’s record on 
racial discrimination argue that Henriquez 
has made quite a wager there. As they see 
it, the problem is not just in the housing 
developments, but in the BHA itself. They 
say the culture of intolerance that has come 
to define Southie has made frequent ap- 
pearances at BHA headquarters on 
Chauncy Street, too, and that Henriquez is 
naive at worst — and brave at best — to 
stake her reputation on changing it. 


HE BHA and its 900 employees run 

the equivalent of a small city. The au- 
thority oversees 18 family-housing develop- 
ments in Boston, has an annual budget of 
$80 million, and is landlord to more than 
50,000 people. 

The history of the BHA is tangled up 
with that of-race relations in the city. In 
1988, a HUD investigation found that the 
BHA was systematically excluding tenants 
of color from white developments in 
Southie and Charlestown. The BHA agreed 
to integrate them. Now, where tenants live 
has little to do with their preferences, and 
everything to do with their spot on a city- 
wide waiting list. The first family on the list 
gets the first available apartment that meets 
its needs, regardless of location. 

Initially, the BHA police and the CDU 
kept close tabs on integration, watching 
carefully, preventing all but a few racial in- 
cidents. But as more and more minority 
families moved into South Boston, bringing 
with them teenage sons and fuel for white 
resentment, the incidents escalated. It be- 
came increasingly difficult for the cops — 
popular with neither white nor minority 
residents — to keep race relations smooth. 
Once minority tenancy reached critical 
mass — about 20 percent, CDU officers 
say — minority residents began to fight 
back, and by 1990, disturbances were pro- 
ducing white victims, too. Today, Old 
Colony is 62 percent white and 38 percent 
minority. 

The CDU has investigated about 250 re- 
ports of hate incidents each year since 1992, 
ranging from name-calling to knifings. Lieu- 
tenant Detective James Hussey, head of the 
CDU, says civil disturbances in Old Colony 
are frequent because integration is new 
there. He points to other developments, in- 
tegrated during the ’60s, which have since 
settled down —-in Hyde Park, for example 
— as cause for optimism. (He also sug- 
gests the figures are misleading: some- 
times, victims of drug-related crimes call 
them hate crimes to avoid being prosecuted 
themselves.) 

Some minority residents’ stories of ha- 
rassment are especially disturbing, say their 
advocates, because they are met with such 
indifference from the BHA. A Haitian 











woman who lived at Old Colony with her 
five children for six years says that her 
white neighbors shouted racial slurs at her 
family and friends for years, that a shot was 
fired into her son’s room while he was 
sleeping, that her children were set upon by 
groups of white boys, and that the BHA de- 
nied her two requests for an emergency 
transfer. 

A black Hispanic woman says that, dur- 
ing her five years at Old Colony, her 
boyfriend’s car was repeatedly vandalized, 
that racial graffiti was written outside her 
apartment door, that her windows were 
twice shot out. When she

She has begun diversity training for all 
BHA employees, and is looking into similar 
programs for BHA tenants. “You can’t 
force people to like each other,” says BHA 
spokesperson Hilary Jones, “but you can 
certainly educate people to deal with these 
issues. And it’s a real commitment. Sandy 
Henriquez is not just blowing smoke with 
this.” 

In June, the BHA also introduced the 
new Civil Rights Protection Plan, devel- 
oped by Robert Trestan, who became di-

tions in December, requesting an indepen- 
dent mediator because the tenants’ lawyers 
were asking for too much — reportedly 
over a million dollars. In December, those 
lawyers filed a class-action lawsuit against 
the BHA and the mayor. 

On the other hand, some white tenants 
say they have been persecuted, that they are 
afraid to leave their homes because of ha- 
rassment by minority tenants, and that the 
BHA and the police have turned blind eyes 
to it. Willy Tierney says one of the plaintiffs 
in the class-action suit hurled racial slurs at 
white residents and threatened them with a 
knife. He says all of the allegations in the 
suit are lies, just as those made by John 
Love, a resident in the Bunker Hill develop- 
ment, in Charlestown, awarded $100,000 
last year in his discrimination suit, were 
lies. (Indeed, an officer from the CDU, and 
countless tenants, came forward to say 
Love had sprayed his own car with racial 
epithets, which Love vehemently denies.) 

Tierney will be watching the current law- 
suit closely. “We’ve got lawyers now, too,” 
he says. 


ANDRA HENRIQUEZ insists that she 

doesn’t need a lawsuit to do the right 
thing at the BHA. Black herself, she says 
she is no stranger to the issues, and is com- 
mitted to reducing the racial tension in her 
developments. Henriquez, who is in her 
late 40s and lives in Dorchester, worked as 
a private-property manager in Needham for 
10 years before taking the BHA post. She’d 
worked at the authority in the early 1980s, 
but admits to being overwhelmed by all of 
the things for which she is now being held 
responsible. “I’m the new kid, and I feel 
like I’m in that kid’s game, Piling On,” she 
says. “I wonder where it’s coming from 
next. You can only get your arms around 
so many things at one time.” 

Henriquez has declared a brand-new day 
at the BHA. “I came here with the notion 
that what’s past is past,” she says, “and 
what happens on my watch is very impor- 
tant to me. Should things like what hap- 
pened in the past happen on my watch, 
then I need to be held responsible for 
those, and I need to make whatever

Even Barbara Dougan, a staff attor- 
ney for the Lawyers’ Committee, says the 
Civil Rights Protection Plan is a good start, 
and that Henriquez and Trestan are well-in- 
tentioned and committed. All of which has 
somewhat softened the civil-rights depart- 
ment’s Keystone Cops image. 


UT THE BHA has an ugly past to 
contend with. 

“You can’t just get out of it by saying, 
‘It’s a new day,’ ” says Dougan. “The fu- 
ture is not going to be rosy unless you take 
responsibility for these egregious acts com- 
mitted in the past.” 


Since the 60s, seven different findings | 


by both HUD and the Massachusetts Com- 
mission Against Discrimination determined 
that the BHA was racially segregating its 
developments, in violation of the Civil 
Rights and Fair Housing Acts. As recently 
as 1995, HUD found that the BHA had 
been awarding row houses in the Mary 
Ellen McCormack development in South 
Boston to white tenants, skipping over eli- 
gible minorities, preserving that area of the 
development as an “all-white enclave.” The 
practice, HUD found, was helped along by

William McGonagle, who nevertheless re- 
tained his position. Henriquez says she 
wasn’t aware her deputy had been named 
in the HUD report. 


Also in 1995, the BHA paid $125,000 to | 


a family that claimed the authority had not 
protected them from racial harassment by 
other tenants. And last year, HUD found 
that Bunker Hill managers — BHA em- 
ployees — had not followed basic require- 
ments and ‘reported John Love’s claims of 
discrimination. 

The burden of history is palpable in 
South Boston, scene of some of the coun- 
try’s ugliest battles over school desegrega- 
tion and busing just 20 years ago. Many 
would argue that South Boston in general 
— and Old Colony in particular — is cul- 
turally predisposed to civil disorder. They 
point to outspoken residents like Tierney, 
who vehemently expresses his views in a 
column called “Around the Colony” in the

South Boston Tribune, which also runs a 
column by Mayor Menino. 

“The things they say publicly get trans- 
mitted to their kids,” says Sergeant Brian 
Flynn, who has been with the CDU since 
1980, and is not popular in Old Colony. 
“It’s implied by adults — ‘If you don’t stop 
[integration], we’re going to be driven 
out.’ As a result, the kids don’t feel that 
stigma — if they’re breaking into minori- 
ties’ apartments, I don’t think they feel 
they’re doing anything bad.” 

The vocal, 10-member Old Colony Ten- 
ant Task Force on which Tierney sits — 
and which receives funds from the BHA — 
has never had a non-white member. Tier- 
ney thinks that’s irrelevant, that he and his 
colleagues do a good job of representing 
minorities, and that black and Hispanic 
tenants voted for them anyway. And there 
are certainly other housing projects in Bos- 
ton where the task force doesn’t reflect the 
diversity of the development. 

Nonetheless, Tierney and his colleagues 
did refuse to post information about nomi- 
nations for the task force in any language 
other than English, despite requests from 
the BHA, which monitors their elections. 
“Does their check come in English?” Tier- 
ney asks, by way of explanation. “Can’t 
they read their food stamps?” 

Longtime residents get public support 
for their Southie-against-the-world out- 
look from local politicians like Boston City 
Council president James Kelly, who has of- 
ten said no one would mind minorities in 
South Boston if they just behaved them- 
selves. Although Kelly has spoken of his 
commitment to solving the problems of 
public housing, his view seems similar to 
Willy Tierney’s. The most telling indicator 
of that: a couple of years ago, the South 
Boston Information Center sold anti-CDU 
T-shirts which read CAUCASIAN DETAINEE 
UNIT. Buyers took them home in “Re-Elect 
James Kelly” bags. 

Galvanized by support from powerful 
figures, and more or less united in their 
opposition to the police, integration, and

especially the autocratic BHA, Old 
Colony’s residents have contributed more 
than their fair share to racial conflicts in 
Boston. But opposition to integration is not 
confined to white tenants horrified by the 
browning of the their developments. It also 
permeates the BHA itself. 


ANY BHA employees come from 

the developments, and many of 
those from South Boston and 
Charlestown, where the pressure of inte- 
gration is strongest. More important, 
some BHA employees still live in the pro- 
jects. On-site management staff — the 
folks who act as the liaison between ten- 
ants and the BHA, and are often the first 
point of contact for residents with prob- 
lems — usually still live in the housing 
developments they help manage. That 
makes for managers who really know 
their turf and the other residents, but it 
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also makes for a potential conflict of in- 
terest. 

Keenly aware of the history, resident- 
managers are charged with looking after 
those who have changed their develop- 
ments forever. When they answer for their 
actions, they answer not just to their em- 
ployers, but also to the people they live 
among. It’s no wonder on-site employees 
have been accused of ignoring minorities’ 
discrimination complaints. They can’t leave 
the development at the end of the day. 

Two such managers, Old Colony’s Joan 
Shea, and Bunker Hill’s Theresa Mc- 
Dougall, are being scrutinized by HUD for 
their handling of minority residents’ prob- 
lems. But they continue to work in their 
jobs. And rightly so, says their chief. “Sim- 
ply because someone is being investigated 
doesn’t mean there’s guilt,” says Hen- 
riquez. “They have the right to be able to 
respond to allegations.” Barbara Dougan 
believes Shea and McDougall are but 
symptoms of a much larger problem — the 
culture inside the BHA. 

“[They’re] only doing what’s being ex- 
pected of them,” says Dougan. “They're 
part of a much bigger system that allows 
this to go on.” And Dougan speaks in pre- 
sent tense because she says she still gets 
calls from public-housing tenants, victims 
of civil disturbances, who get no help from 
BHA officials. Dougan says opposition to 
integration is as strong at Chauncy Street 
as it is at Old Colony, and wonders how 
some employees, who have been cited in 
previous HUD reports, have kept their 
jobs. 

Last July, something of an answer to that 
question.emerged. Three months after 
Henriquez took over the BHA, and four 
months into HUD’s exhaustive investiga- 
tion of system-wide discrimination at the 
agency, files on racial incidents disap- 
peared from the BHA’s central office. 
Those files were the very ones at the center 
of the HUD investigation. Robert Trestan’s 
office was broken into, and his files rifled 
though. Now, he reportedly takes the files 
home with him, just to be safe. Neither 
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BARBARA DOUGAN: the city must 
pay for the way minorities have been 
treated, she says. 


Trestan nor Henriquez would comment on 
the break-in. 

It’s one thing to have such incidents in 
the developments. But attempts to thwart 
fair housing policies right inside the very 
administration that should be upholding 
them point to a much bigger problem, one 
that goes well beyond spray paint and 
smashed windows. The most important 
battle over public housing in this city may 
not be that between black and white ten- 
ants, but between those who remove files 
from offices, and those who take them 
home for safekeeping. If she’s looking for a 
major source of the public-housing prob- 
lems that beset her, Sandra Henriquez may 
need to look no further than her own 
building. =

cottage in the South Shore bedroom 

community of Stoughton, 46-year-old 
Wade LeBlanc seems to have everything go- 
ing for him: a beautiful home, an impressive 
education, a handsome face, a kind de- 
meanor. But when he stands up to retrieve 
something from another room, he does so 
with the frail and contorted frame of a vic- 
tim of multiple sclerosis. 

LeBlanc slowly makes his way through 
the kitchen and down the hallway, using 
tabletops and walls to steady himself. His 
eyes make it uncomfortably clear just how 
strenuous a task walking has become. 

“| have reached a point in my life,” says 
LeBlanc, mildly, as he returns to the table, 
“where I must give in to the reality that I 
need a little help.” 

His tone changes, though, when he be- 
gins to talk about his employer, the Massa- 
chusetts Rehabilitation Commission 
(MRC). The MRC is the state agency 
charged with ensuring equal opportunity 
for disabled people in the workplace, help- 
ing them remain as independent.as possible, 

But, according to LeBlanc, the commis- 
sion has been very slow to make even mod- 
erate accommodations for him. 

LeBlanc’s requests have been far from 
outlandish. He requested a wheelchair to 
help him get around his eighth-floor office. 
He requested that the lobby be equipped

do his job. : 
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with electronic doors that open automatical- 
ly. He requested a fire-escape plan to ensure 
his safe departure from the building in case 
of fire. And he asked for transportation assis- 
tance from the Back Bay T station to his of- 
fice in the financial district because of the 
consistently unreliable service of the MBTA’s 
Ride program, which provides vans to trans- 
port disabled persons around the city. 

According to the 1992 Americans with 
Disabilities Act (ADA), employers are re- 
quired to make “reasonable accommoda- 
tion” for qualified disabled employees. 
Such accommodations are made at the em- 
ployer’s expense unless they pose “undue 
hardship.” 

The MRC’s own written policy, dated 
May 30, 1995, states that all disabled em- 
ployees should be assisted with “major life 
activities” while on the job. “Major life ac- 
tivities,” it reads, “means functions such as 
caring for one’s self, performing manual 
tasks, walking, seeing, hearing, speaking, 
breathing, learning and working.” 

In keeping with the ADA and with state 
law, the MRC’s. policy states that any 
“qualified individual with a disability” is el- 
igible for assistance. Such an individual is 
defined as “a person with a disability who 
satisfies the requisite skill, experience, edu- 
cation and other job-related requirements 
of a position and who, with or without rea-

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sonable accommodation can perform es- 
sential functions of that position.” 


EBLANC, AN MRC employee for 16 
years, has “an impeccable work 
record,” according to his superiors. Yet 


despite this, his requests were met with ex- 


cuses and delays. 

On May 15, 1996, he requested trans- 
portation between Back Bay Station and his 
office, located at 110 Chauncy Street. 

“I drive to the commuter rail in Canton 
and ride it to Back Bay,” explains LeBlanc. 
“But I have a difficult time getting that short 
distance from the downtown T stop to work 
in a timely manner.” 

On July 3, Kasper Goshgarian, the deputy 
commissioner of LeBlanc’s division, issued a 
memo outlining the procedure LeBlanc 
needed to follow in order for his transporta- 
tion request to be met. “If the ‘Ride’ is late,” 
Goshgarian wrote, 


you may make-up the time during that 
day or on another day during the week. 
In terms of the latter (“Ride” fails to 
pick you up), | encourage you to call 
your supervisor. Based on availability, 
the agency will send the state car to pick 
you up. If that is not possible, you may 
take a taxi and the agency will reim- 
burse you for the taxi expense upon sub- 
mission of a receipt. 


Viewing this procedure as unduly burden- 
some, LeBlanc approached the MRC’s affir- 
mative-action officer, Al Jones Jr. 

On July 15, LeBlanc received a written re- 
sponse from Jones that read, in part, “If the 
‘Ride’ is late or fails to come, you should file 
a complaint with the MBTA just like every- 
one else.”

In October, when LeBlanc finally got a 
chance to try out the official MRC proce- 
dure, he was reprimanded. LeBlanc was try- 
ing to leave the office and go home. When 
the “Ride” did not show up he requested the 
state car. But no one could determine 
whether the state car was available, so his 
supervisor told him to call a taxi. The cab 
was so late that by the time LeBlanc arrived 
at Back Bay Station he had missed his com- 
muter train — the last one of the day. He 
had no choice but to take the taxi home. 

“When I submitted the receipt | was 
screamed at by my supervisor and told that 
this was not part of the deal,” says LeBlanc. 

Rick Arcangeli, legal counsel for the 
MRC, says the MRC is not responsible for 
anyone’s transportation problems. 

“The Ride is the MBTA’s problem,” says 





to my office and fill the tires because they 
wouldn't fix it,” says LeBlanc. 

Two weeks later, the inner tubes blew. No 
new ones arrived, and LeBlanc’s pleas for a 
replacement wheelchair went unheeded. 

Finally, on December 24 — seven months 
later — LeBlanc was given an electric scoot- 
er. The inordinate delay seemed within the 
letter of the MRC’s written policy, if some- 
what contrary to the spirit of its mission. 
The policy states that “All written requests 

. be acknowledged in writing within ten 
working days and approved or denied within 
twenty working days of receipt unless medi- 
cal or technical evaluations are necessary.” 

Arcangeli says that the MRC’s confiden- 
tiality policy prohibits him from commenting 
on the case. He also declined to comment 
on the condition of the wheelchair LeBlanc

Arcangeli. “We told him [LeBlanc] we would 
make his schedule flexible in that he could 
make up missed time at the end of the day.” 

However, the MRC’s flex-time solution 
is not a viable one for LeBlanc, whose free 
time is largely taken up by medical ap- 
pointments that cannot always be easily 
rescheduled. 


RANSPORTATION WITHIN the office 

building itself also proved problematic. 
When LeBlanc requested a wheelchair in 
May, the Massachusetts Rehabilitation 
Commission responded grudgingly, provid- 
ing him — in July — with a rusty 
wheelchair with four flat tires and broken leg 
rests. Apparently that was the best the agen- 
cy could do. 

“I had a friend with a bike pump come up

was given. 

Meanwhile, the MRC has not addressed 
the fire-escape issue satisfactorily. The solu- 
tion Jones offered: if the building goes up in 
flames, an assigned person will remain with 
LeBlanc by his desk until the fire department 
arrives. 

When Arcangeli was asked about this pro- 
cedure, he insisted that the MRC is in com- 
plete compliance with ADA standards. 

“He has been assigned a buddy to sit with 
him,” says Arcangeli, who would not com- 
ment further after a reporter informed him 
that LeBlanc’s “buddy” had, in fact, retired. 
As of two weeks ago, LeBlanc was assigned 
a new buddy. 

“As far as the fire-escape plan goes, | 
must admit I was not pleased by what I 
read,” says Lorraine Grife, director of the

Massachusetts Office on Disability, the 
higher state agency to which LeBlanc has 
appealed. 

LeBlanc’s final request — for automatic 
doors in the lobby — was put off for eight 
months. At first he was told that the doors 
would not be installed because the office was 
relocating to another building. Now, accord- 
ing to an employee who spoke only on con- 
dition of anonymity, the office isn’t moving 
after all. 

Arcangeli says the landlord of 110 
Chauncy Street recently informed him that 
electronic doors will be installed. 

“I can’t comment on when it will hap- 
pen,” says Arcangeli. 

Lorraine Grife says she doesn’t know 
“why there is such a big issue with the elec- 
tronic door openers, because that is not a 
multimillion-dollar project.” 

To push things along, LeBlanc has also 
appealed to an advocate at Independence 
Associates, a private organization that 
works to enforce ADA regulations for pub- 
lic buildings. 

“The problem with this case is that state 
regulations are very weak, so such things as 
employment areas are not covered,” explains 
Pat Ryan, LeBlanc’s representative at Inde- 
pendence Associates. “However, Wade’s re- 
quests are covered under federal regulations, 
so the bottom line is that if MRC holds out, 
we will file a complaint with the [Massachu- 
setts] Architectural Access Board, which will 
demand that something be done.” 

As for LeBlanc, he says he is baffled by 
the fact that a state agency dedicated to 
helping disabled people in the workplace is 
making things so difficult for him. 

“The hypocrisy of the whole thing,” says 
LeBlanc, “is staggering.” @

HEY’VE COME TO talk of death. About 20 of 
them, all wearing nametags. They sit in a semicir- 
cle, nibbling cheese and crackers. Tonight, Henry 
Owens, native Cantabrigian and now famous 
criminal-defense lawyer, will regale them with tales of 
grisly Boston murders — remember Deborah Smith, 
the young nurse who was murdered in the privacy of 
her Marlborough Street apartment? 

In the past, the group has listened, 
transfixed, to a medical examiner (who 
brought body parts), a woman sheriff, and 

an underwater-recovery specialist from the 
Boston Police Department. Kate Mattes, 
who owns the place, is energized by the 
crowd. After giving Owens a hug, she talks 
to some of her guests about black-cat fly 
swatters, then slips into her inner-office sanc- 
tum through a hidden door. 
The door is actually a bookcase, one of the 
many lining the first floor of the 
old North Cambridge Victorian 
that houses Kate’s Mystery 
Books. Kate’s books are orga- 
nized by category, from 
“Traditional British” to “Strong 
Women.” She helps separate the 
gems from the duds by featur- 
ing reviews in her bimonthly 
newsletter. Rated on a scale 
of one to five black cats, 
books are reviewed anony- 
mously by customer-read- 
ers, who sign their reviews 
with monikers like “The 
Cook,” “The Revolver,” or ja 
“Miss Scarlett.” i 
Kate’s shop attracts 
not just readers, but writers. In 
fact, the people assembled to hear Henry 
Owens on this particular evening are a!l members of 


the New England chapter of Mystery Writers of 
America (MWA), which convenes at Kate’s on the 
first Tuesday of every month. They are inheritors of a 
strong tradition of mystery writing in New England, 
one that began with Boston-born Edgar Allan Poe 
and continues today with the prolific Robert Parker, 
and Sarah Smith, Jane Langton, and Jeremiah 
Healy. Writers also come to be near the wide variety 
of settings New England provides for their work — 
from rocky coasts to quaint college towns (New York 
is really good only for “psychotic serial killers,” 
according to Kate). 

Mysteries inevitably center on death, but they are 
much more emphatically about life and how the living 
choose to deal with tragedy, particularly when events 
seem to defy rational explanation. Some 15 years 
ago, Kate was doing social work in Cambridge — 
when she wasn’t devouring mystery books. At the 
time, her parents were still in lowa (where Kate grew 
up), full of plans for their retirement years — plans 

they had long postponed. And then, unexpectedly, 
they died, forcing Kate to re-evaluate 
her own life. In the end, she 
opted to sell the books she loved 
rather than just read them. 
Surrounded now by tales of murder 
= . and mayhem, she declares: “I decid- 
Ee ) ed not to put my own dreams on 
= hold.” 
Kate’s Mystery Books, located at 
2211 Mass Ave (Davis Square), in 
Cambridge, is open Monday through 
Wednesday, and on Friday, from noon to 
7 p.m.; on Thursday from noon to 8 p.m.; 
on Saturday from 11 a.m. to 5 p.m., and on 
Sunday from noon to 5 p.m. The New 
England chapter of the MWA meets on the 
first Tuesday of each month from 6:30 to 8:30 
p.m.

The Director of 
Corporate Thoughtfulness, it seems, is responsible for 
sending gifts to clients, remembering birthdays, that kind 
of thing. Despite the unorthodox title, it’s a totally legiti- 
mate position at a well-regarded local firm and probably 
pays the major bucks, 

Hearing about this wonderful Director of Corporate 
Thoughtfulness job sent my mind reeling. It made me 
wish I'd had the foresight to be a Thoughtfulness major in 
college, or at least to have sought out an unpaid 
Thoughtfulness internship somewhere. On the other 
hand, since it didn’t occur to me to major in 
Thoughtfulness, maybe that’s proof that I’m not 
Thoughtful enough to have excelled in the field.

This would be a full-time position 
requiring a candidate with nerves of steel, a beeper, and 
the ability to sprint. In addition to acting upon anony- 
mous tips about which employees need intervention for 
chronic halitosis, BO, and abuses of fragrance, the 
Director of Corporate Odors would ensure that no coffee 
ever burned in the pot, the office fridge got cleaned out 
weekly, microwave popcorn was made only when 
employees at desks adjacent to the kitchen give consent,

I’ve just counted and, 
between temp jobs and perm ones, I’ve worked at 11 dif-

In one 
office, | was repri- 
manded for not 
wearing pantyhose; 
in another, being 
consistently two 
minutes late could 
get me fired; a third 
deemed balloons 
illegal; a fourth 
decreed that all 
postage stamps used 
on outgoing mail must coordinate with the peach-colored 
typeface on the corporate envelopes (I swear I’m not 
making that up). It would be enormously useful for a 
firm to employ a part-time person to catalogue and 
announce these anal fixations, as well as to keep workers 
entertained by introducing new ones at a good clip.

My father is convinced that the so-called lost city of Atlantis is 
at the bottom of Neptune Lake in North Dakota! Should | call a 
sanitarium or go to this lake and help him find this lost land?

The bottom of Neptune Lake, eh? Sounds to me like Pops 
has spent too much time looking at the bottom of a beer glass. 
Then again, why not North Dakota? Just about every other 
spot on the globe has been spoken for by the zillions of would- 
be Atlantis discoverers. It’s said that more than 20,000 books 
have been written about the lost island (it was more than a 
city), Atlantis having been pretty much the crackpots’ default 
area of obsession before they had the Kennedy assassination. 

Haven't seen much so far on Neptune Lake, though admitted- 
ly I've still got about 19,990 books to go. In the meantime here’s 
a rundown of the leading theories about Atlantis’s location: 

Plato made the whole thing up, the little weasel. Plato of 
course is the guy who related the Atlantis legend circa 348 BC 
in two of his dialogues, Timaeus and Critias. The entire 
account covers maybe 20 pages of printed text. A character in 
the dialogues says the legend had been told 200 years previ- 
ously to the Athenian statesman Solon by an Egyptian sage. 

But no independent account of Atlantis exists in Greek or 
Egyptian literature or anywhere else. Modern efforts to equate 
Atlantis with well-established myths about Elysium, the land of 
fallen heroes, are speculative BS. The common view among 
scholars is that Plato manufactured the story to support his 
theories about the ideal state, appeal to Greek patriotism (in 
his story the Greeks defeated the Atlanteans), etc. 

Much of the story does seem fictional. For example, the 
destruction of Atlantis is said to have occurred 9000 years 
before Plato’s day. This requires us to believe that the story 
had been accurately transmitted since prehistoric times by 
word of mouth. This by a species most of whose members can 
barely remember what they had for lunch. Sure. 

However, Plato has his characters insist at a couple points 
that the story’s true. And let’s not forget that everybody thought 
Troy was fictional until Schliemann dug it up in Turkey. 

Atlantis was in the Atlantic. Plato clearly states that Atlantis 
was just outside the Pillars of Hercules at Gibraltar. However, 
no traces of a giant lost island have been found and oceanog- 
raphers are pretty confident none will be. “Plate tectonics,” the 
believers reply. What about plate tectonics? The major shifting 
of the continents occurred millions of years before man’s 
arrival, and you sure didn’t have any big chunks disappearing 
overnight, as in Plato’s account. 

Atlantis was Minoan Crete. The most popular current theory 
outside the it’s-BS school. It has been reasonably well estab- 
lished that the center of the Minoan empire on the island of 
Crete was substantially destroyed by a volcanic eruption on the 
nearby island of Thira (Santorin) circa 1490 BC. If we assume 
Plato based the Atlantis story on a legend in which some clue- 
less translator mistakenly multiplied the numbers by 10, the 
9000 years of Plato’s story become 900 years. Behold, 590 BC 
(Solon’s time) minus 900 equals 1490 BC. What’s more, 
when reduced by a factor of 10, certain geographic dimen- 
sions given by Plato for Atlantis, plus a lot of the descriptive 
detail, accord reasonably well with what’s known about 
Minoan Crete. (Now that I look more closely, some accounts 
give the number of books about Atlantis as 2000, not 20,000. 
For Atlantis buffs, a shaky grasp of the tens table may be a 
problem of long standing.) 

Drawbacks of this version: Crete is in the Mediterranean, 
not the Atlantic. Also this version is essentially unprovable 
short of somebody unearthing a sign in Crete saying NOW 
ENTERING ATLANTIS. See Lost Atlantis by |.V. Luce for a — 
dare I say it? — lucid account. 

Atlantis was located just about anywhere else you'd care to 
name in our sector of the galaxy. Proposed sites include 
Morocco, Nigeria, Asia Minor, Tunisia, the North Sea, the 
Bahamas, the southeastern US, the Martian polar ice cap, and 
for all | know, Neptune Lake. Pops may have flipped, but he’s 
got a lot of company. @

HERE IS nothing new about world- 

From Robert 
Hcinlcin on, science-fiction writers have 
used their genre to test-drive communitari- 
an visions — the books, and even shows 
like Star Trek, envisioned a socicty beyond 
sexism and racism, long before the real 
world took a shot at it. And just as role- 
playing games have evolved from pamphlet 
to tabletop to live action, so this fictional 
world-building has given rise to an organic 
real-life subculture of “fen” — or, as we 
would call them, “fans” — with its own 
code of behavior and its own philosophical 
underpinning. As far as I can tell, this phi- 
losophy is rooted in a doctrine of tolerance 
for every possible mode of human or non- 
human being. 

Don’t kid yourself; all of this is in stark 
contrast to the outside world, the world of 
Mundanes. Reader, this means you. 

“Mundane society is full of arbitrary 
rules,” explains Richard Stallman, a soft- 
ware developer who kindly offers to be my 
fannish guide at the convention, which is 
known by insiders as a “con.” “Mundanes 
are people who arc not creative. They're 
rigid-minded. Fen arc more openminded,” 
he adds. 

“We trust cach other more than a similar 
group of Mundanes would,” says Jean 
McGuire, a software developer in a dragon 
T-shirt. 

“Think of the bellhop, looking at us 
with such disgust,” says Carlos, of the 
Boston Star Trek Association. “Now that 
is a Mundane.” 

Beyond a doctrine of tolerance, it’s hard 
to find a lot of common ground here, 
though Tara Edwards, 20, posits that “we 
all got beat up in middle school.”

As a woman waggles her midsection in- 
sancly on stage, | sit next to a man ina 
plaid cotton short-sleeved shirt and Sans- 
abclt slacks who, unlike Norwood, is not 
Ictting out littlke whoops of glec. He passes 
me a note he has scribbled on a steno pad. 

“Most of the comforts of this age are the 
results of properly applicd technology — 
eyeglasses, painkillers, clean water, sani- 
tary pipes, clectric appliances,” the note 
reads. “The people who envision a way to 
make a better world are often engineers 
who read SF.” 

Not surprisingly, this man is an engineer 
who reads SF. His name is Harry, and he’s 
53, and he’s not wild about the whole belly- 
dancing aspect. 

“This used to be about science fiction,” 
he says to me, quictly. “But now it’s about 
being weird. It attracts weird and anyone 
who wants to act weird. But just as the

Catholics, so SF is not responsible for peo- 
ple who say they’re here for SF but are re- 
ally here to act weird.” 


OW, I wasn't exactly the Cherry Blos- 
som Queen of my high school, but I 
know | am a forcigner anyway. First of all, | 
can’t understand much of what they are say- 

ing; during the first 15 minutes | made the 
mistake of calling LARPing “lamping,” used 
the giveaway term “sci-fi,” and referred to 
the con as a “conference.” Stallman, who 
cuts me some slack for my Mundane ori- 
gins, is wearing a button that reads | WILL 
NOT @ANE, and I stare at it for a full quarter- 
hour before I can decode it. He patiently in- 
troduces me to the specialized Fannish lexi- 
con of social inclusion and exclusion. 

It’s all about belonging. The Trekker- 
Trekkie distinction — which denotes a 
degree of seriousness — is only the begin- 
ning. Fandom itself splits into the philo- 
sophical camps of FIAWOL (Fandom Is A

Way Of Life) and FIAGDH (Fandom Is A 

God Damned Hobby). Fans who have had 
cnough sometimes opt to Get Away From 
It All, a phenomenon known as GAFIA- 
tion. Stallman says those who do this are 
known as GAFlosi. 

Trufen are fen who are entranced beyond 
the boundaries of genre — Trufen come to 
cons for the lifestyle itself. Filk singing, 
which owes its etymology to a typo, is a pe- 
culiar fan art form marked by traditional 
songs enlivened with puns, or tunes display- 
ing the relentless puckish humor that fen 
specialize in, such as one famous ballad 
which reads, in its entirety, “There are some 
things man was never meant to know/Some 
songs he was never meant to sing/And this 
is one of them.” And Mundania, a term 
used in Piers Anthony's Xanth series, denotes 
the world outside fandom. In Anthony’s 
books, the term refers to the terrain outside 
Xanth — the non-magical world. 

Most fen are required to do time in this 
world, but many say they would be unlikely 
to outbreed or even date seriously outside 
fandom. 

“I had one boyfriend once who, while he 
liked to read science fiction, did not like 
large crowds,” offers Norwood, who 
found her true love last year at Arisia. 
Most of the couples she knows are “con 
couples,” she says. 

“Is it difficult to date outside fandom?” 
wonders a young man named Jason, who is 
dating a blond LARPer named Banshee. He 
chuckles. “It’s difficult to decide why you'd 
want to.” 

The cons — which are compressed, in- 
tense bouts of socialization, like a 48-hour 
prom — are frequently the scenes of dramat- 
ic unions and reunions between fan-fan cou- 
ples, in part due to epidemic backrub and 
lap-sitting situations. The stress of adminis- 
trating a con can also kill a relationship; after 
one con in Vegas broke up three marriages, 
another con’s committee rewrote its bylaws 
to prohibit married couples from serving si- 
multancously, recalls Cyothee (pronounced 
“coyote”), who has served on the committees 
of innumerable Midwestern cons. 

It’s enough to kee things interesting. 
“There's a strange web of sexual tension and 
relationships,” says Lennox. “Sometimes 
there are really explosive psychodramas.” 

Take, for example, the story of one man 
who, despite a restraining order in the state 
of Maryland, followed his ex-girlfriend to 

Arisia and spotted her in the lobby. Accord- 
ing to Tim Mooney, who worked security 
that year, he “slid toward her on his knees, 
stuck his head between her legs, wrapped

Beyond fan courtship are fan babies. 
Nathan, Alex, and Michael, three toddlers 
who won the Young Fan Division of the 
Masquerade in tiny Next Generation body 
suits, are the offspring of three couples be- 
longing to the Boston Star Trck Associa- 
tion. At a panel entitled “Honey, It’s a 
Fan!”, their mothers are expressing both op- 
timism and mild anxiety about raising chil- 
dren within the culture of fandom. 

The optimism is because fandom is a 
trustworthy, open-minded community, and 
Alex will have what his mother didn’t — 
parents who know the difference between 
Mr. Spock and Dr. Spock. More important, 
fandom will provide a set of beliefs. 

Carol Jean Zelman said of her own baby, 
“Fandom will make him into a tolerant and 
flexible adult, more understanding of likes 
and lifestyles and aliens, if there are any 
aliens out there.” 

The anxiety is that the child will be un- 
able to move comfortably between fandom 
and Mundania — that he’ll renounce one 
or the other when he begins to understand 
the difference. 

“We don’t want fandom to be the real 
world and the real world to be just ‘the oth- 
er place,’ ” says Bonnie Kenderdince. 
“Maybe he'll turn out to be a little jock,” she 
adds, “and I'll just have to learn something 
about hockey.” 

At midnight on Saturday, members of the 
Camarilla — an organized clan of vampire 
role-players — gather for a game in the ball- 
room (it bears mentioning that all have signed 
forms stating that they do not drink blood). 
In velvet smoking jackets and torn fishnets 
and combat boots, they mingle like royalty; | 
sit on the floor beside a pillar and despair of 
ever passing. My guide has invited me back, 
but there’s no use.

; T’S HARD NOT to be taken with a restau- 





rant so forthright that the name is.a com- 

mand — Eat. The first time | acquiesced 
and ate there, | mentioned to the waiter that I'd 
half-expected the menu to be labeled READ. He 
was ready for that one, and responded that 
they’d thought about marking the restroom 
doors Go. 

I could get to like this place, | thought. 

Eat is in Somerville’s Union Square, the 
neighborhood identified. a couple weeks ago by 
the Globe as “Boston’s newest hangout.” | 
don’t know how new a hangout Union Square 
is, but with two of the city’s better restaurants 
— the Elephant Walk and Union Square 
Bistro — and a gaggle of smaller cateries, it 
certainly belongs on the map of every foodie 
north of the Charles. 

Capitalizing on its location, Eat is pulling in a 
healthy crowd in its ninth week of business. The 
homey, almost communitarian feel of the place 
harks back 20 years or so; the old armchair in 
the foyer, the mismatched cutlery, and the cur- 
tains in the windows recall 
a time when Dad paid for 





So far, so good. We started to detect a bit of 
a wobble in the cooking around entree time, 
though not with every dish: the pork chop, for 
example, was priccy at $15.50 but a winncr. 
Double-thick, with a scared exterior, it was 
served with a subtly tart sauce of dried cher- 
rics that complemented both the chop and the 
accompanying pile of mashed sweet potatoes. 
The meat was moist and also, we noticed, fair- 
ly pink. The owner assured us that medium- 
rare pork is perfectly okay in this age of 
cleaned-up pig feed. All very well, but the 
minute I have to sample chicken tartare I’m 
quitting this business. 

There was a bit of a tartare element to the 
pan-seared salmon ($14.50), which we were 
told would be rare on the inside. That warning 
should have set off my inner alarm bells: the 
last time heard it at a restaurant, | cnded up 
with a steak that a humanc socicty ought to 
have returned to pasture. In this case, the 
crumb coating of the thick salmon fillet was

Somcthing scemcd off- 
target about the fettuccine 
dish we had the same 
Sunday night. The “hand- 
cut fettuccini with braised 
chicken and wild mush- 
rooms” ($12) sounded 
delicious but arrived in far 
too much liquid. The pool 
may have been the result 
of a watery sauce, or may 
just have collected from 
incompletely drained noo- 
dles; either way, it effec- 
tively swamped the usual 
tactile pleasures of fresh 
pasta. 








but the trip overall is an in- 
teresting one. 

We started with a white-bean soup with a 
grilled slice of bread ($4), which sounds more 
Italian than it tasted. The soup, grainy and 
wholesome with chopped carrots and parsley, 
had a homegrown feel that set the tone for the 
rest of our meals. The closest thing to fancy 
cooking was an appetizer of roasted quail on a 
watercress salad ($8.50); the quail had a nice 
flavor, a bit of chew in the texture, and a slighly 
acid taste that may have come from the vinai- 
grette dressing on the greens. 

The second-fanciest dish was another appetiz- 
er, a mushroom tart with leeks ($7), which had 
thick chunks of portobello mushrooms tossed 
onto a crisped round of dough about the size of 
a 45-rpm record. That was a pleasure, ample 
and rich, as was the antipasto ($6), a packed 
plate that included roasted red peppers, olives, 
half-rounds of fresh mozzarella, and an assort- 
ment of cured meats. 

As far as drinking goes, Eat lists a modestly 
priced selection of wine; the most expensive 
red, for example, is a very respectable Rosen- 
blum Old Vines zinfandel for a very reason- 
able $23. The beer list includes some ales 
from the Modern Brewer, the Davis Square 
brew-your-own center that distributes a hand- 
ful of beers to restaurants and bars in the 
area. Its Fat Cat ESB, with plenty of body and 
a nicely balanced hop flavor, was a good argu- 
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We hopped back across 
the Atlantic for a more satisfying plate of pan- 
fried catfish ($13.50), coated with a classic Ca- 
jun spice mix and topped with a warm chili- 
spiked rémoulade. As with the salmon, the fish 
came as a thick fillet, but this one didn’t flirt as 
closely with sushihood. The accompanying red 
beans and rice were a bit watery, their flavor 
coming mostly from a hint of vinegar that | en- 
joyed but not everyone at our table liked. A thin- 
crusted clam-and-garlic pizza ($8.50), sized for 
one, did a good job retaining its clam taste, 
which so often disappears during cooking. 

Desserts were what you'd expect at a restau- 
rant called Eat: cake, pic, and so forth, served 
for the most part in portions that demand to be 
shared. Two:stood out: first, a pear crisp 
($4.25), warm and cinnamony slices of un- 
peeled pear with crumble, served in a bowl with 
vanilla ice cream. The other was a wedge of 
peanut-buttcr pie ($4,25), with a ycllow and 
surprisingly light peanut-butter filling topped 
with a slab of chocolate icing. 

During daylight hours, Eat leavens its din- 
nertime entrees and appetizers with real 
home-style stuff like peanut-butter-and-ba- 
nana sandwiches and biscuits with sausage 
gravy. Also notable are the family dinner spe- 
cials, such as chicken pie for four for $38. 
Even though the prices aren't quite as modest 
as you might expect, Eat certainly seems sin- 
cere about trying to be Union Square’s home- 
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Enjoy Lunch, Dinner, and 
Weekend Brunch by. our 
woodburning stove.

Before you give up on movies 
about the love lives of writers 
after seeing In Love and War, 
you might want to check out 
Dan Ireland's debut, The Whole 
Wide World. Granted, though 
they both committed suicide, 
Robert E. Howard of Conan 
fame is no Ernest Hemingway, 
and his three-year relationship 
with Novalyne Price 

was never 

consummated. 
Nonetheless the film 
manages to convey the 
whole wide world of 

true love. 

Much of that is due 
to the gutsy, nuanced 
performance of Renee 
Zellweger as Price. 
Along with her star 
turn in Jerry Maguire, 
it’s made her an Oscar 
contender. Not bad for 
someone whose only 
previous leading role 
was in the remake of 
The Texas Chainsaw 
Massacre. 

“There actually is a 
homage to Massacre in 
The Whole Wide 
World,” notes 
Zelwegger. “The 
kitchen in Robert 
Howard's house is the 
same one. Making the 
two films, of course, 
was a whole different 
experience. Chainsaw was 
probably highly illegal. We 


definitely broke a few SAG rules. 


But it was a great learning 
experience. | didn’t really know 
how a film set worked because 
before then I just did small parts 
for a week or a day twice or 
three times a year.” 

That experience may also 
have prepared her for the 
histrionic gore of Howard's 
novels. Her biggest inspiration, 
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though, was the 76-year-old 
woman she portrays, upon 
whose memoir, One Who Walks 
Alone, the film is based. 

“I spoke to her briefly while 
we were filming. When we were 
talking about Robert we touched 
on his death and she teared up. 
It’s 60 years later and she still 
can’t talk about him without

“That lady has so much gusto 
and was so ahead of her time, 
and she bonded with Robert 
because they both had 
aspirations beyond the small 
town they lived in.

Although not exactly small, 
Zclwegger’s home town of 
Austin, Texas, also proved

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confining to her aspirations. She 
realized carly on she had to 
move to Los Angeles to further 
her career. 

“The first thing | learned is that 
you can’t give money to everyone 
who asks you in LA and you can 
in Austin. There are too many.

you do. Plus, it’s just 
scary. You expect that 
your car is going to 
get broken into. And 
people kind of 
scrunch their noses 
when you say that you 
drink the tap water. 
Unlike Austin, where 
you can see the air.” 

The upside, of 
course, is you get to 
co-star with Tom 
Cruise. 

“Well, we did have 
refrigerated food at 
least in that film. But 
I didn’t take the role 
because of the 
limelight. That's the 
least appealing part 
of the business to 
me. | haven't 
changed. I'm still a 
pain in the neck for 
an agent. | still have 
a huge love of the 
process of making 

films. | don’t think there’s any 
other medium that can move 
people as much. To be part of 
that, to reveal something 
beautiful, to move an audience, 
is an incredible blessing.”

Schubert's 200th 


“We talk a lot about musicians and artists who died too 
young and who were unjustly neglected in their lifetime, but 
in Schubert’s case it’s all really true,” argues Richard 
Knisely. The host of Classical Performances on WGBH 89.7 
FM, and a classical pianist in his own right, Knisely will be 
hosting a concert next Friday to commemorate the 200th 
anniversary of the Viennese composer Franz Schubert's 
birth date. The event will feature performances by the 
Borromeo String Quartet, soprano Jayne West with pianist 
Craig Smith, and pianists Randall Hodgkinson and Megan 
Henderson, all of whom have been guests on Knisely’s 
radio show. Knisely too will take his place at the piano, 
playing Schubert’s Fantasia in F minor for Piano Four- 
Hands (D.940) with Henderson. 

So just how 
neglected was 
Schubert — who 
died of syphilis at 
age 31 — during his 
lifetime? 

“Of the nine 
symphonies he 
composed, none of 
them was performed 
publicly while he was 
alive,” Knisely points 
out. “In fact, very 
little, if any of the 
music that Schubert 
wrote was performed 
publicly while he was 
alive. Admittedly, not 
too many people are 
acknowledged as 
great artists by age 
31, but it really 
wasn’t until this 
century that Knisely 
Schubert became 
fully appreciated as one of the true greats.” 

In part that’s because very little of his work was published 
during his lifetime. As Knisely explains: “It literally took a 
century or more of rooting around in drawers and attics to 
find the music Schubert composed.” 

The process of uncovering his genius was further 
complicated by what Knisely describes as a conspiracy to 
obfuscate the details of the composer's short life. “Very little 
is known about his personal life. There’s a good deal of 
evidence indicating that someone went to a great deal of 
trouble to suppress any evidence relating to his personal life. 
We know that he was sexually promiscuous, and there’s 
some very compelling, though circumstantial, evidence that 
he hung out in gay circles. But there’s precious little real 
information, so there may always be a shadow of mystery 
surrounding Schubert’s personal life.” 

For the birthday concert next Friday, Knisely worked with 
the performers to come up with a program representative of 
Schubert’s talents. The Borromeo String Quartet will 
perform the C-minor “Quartettsatz” (D.703), which 
Knisely describes as “one of the hundreds and hundreds of 
bits and pieces of unfinished works that Schubert wrote.” 
The Fantasia, which Knisely will perform with Henderson, 
and the E-flat Piano Trio (D.929), which Hodgkinson and 
members of the Borromeo will perform together, are two of 
the celebrated pieces Schubert wrote during the last year of 
his life. Meanwhile West and Smith have been left to their 
own considerable devices to come up with a sampling of 
Schubert’s celebrated songs. 

Richard Knisely hosts a Schubert 200th birthday concert 
on January 31 at 8 p.m. at Harvard University’s Paine 
Hall, featuring the Borromeo String Quartet, Jayne West 
and Craig Smith, and pianists Megan Henderson and 
Randall Hodgkinson. Tickets are $30. A linzertorte 
reception will be held following the concert at the 
Cambridge Center for Adult Education's Blacksmith

Now, who’s going to change our lives?

BY TED DROZDOWSKI “What’s next?” is a question music-bizzers 
hear all the time. And anyone who claims he knows is lying. Sure, some 
smart guy could have told you last January that the “Macarena” was 


going to be big. But given the 
tune’s earlier international suc- 
cess, that answer’s a no-brainer. 
And so’s the “Macarena.” Those 
who wonder about the future of 
popular music, which in the ’90s 
has come to mean modern rock, 
don’t care about the cotton 
candy. They want to find the 
meat: the heart, soul, liver, and 
loin that’s going to nurture a new 
generation of fans and perform- 
ers — music that’s going to 
change lives. 

One thing is for sure. Modern 
rock has stopped speaking to us. 
It has made its brilliant contribu- 
tion and has now begun the 
painful process of a twitching, 
undignified public death exempli- 
fied by everything from the dearth 
of CD sales to the industry's des- 
perate marketing of utter shit like 
the Bloodhound Gang and 
Prodigy (Sigue Sigue Sputnik 
reanimated). Of modern rock’s 
superstars, the latest from R.E.M. 
and Pearl Jam slid quickly off the 
Top 40. Hole haven’t made a fol- 
low-up to Live Through This. 
Nine Inch Nails have become a 
self-parody; leader Trent Reznor 
has even made a parody of a par- 
ody in championing Marilyn 
Manson. Right now the best and

brightest new entries on the rock 
charts are U2’s single “Disco- 
theque,” with its trendy revamped 
*70s beat and ’90s sonic glosso- 
lalia, and Tricky’s Pre-Millennium 
Tension, with its pancultural angle 
and urban-paranoia creepiness. 
But U2’s song is too much of a 
sonic in-joke to mean anything, 








and the band are too known an 
enterprise to rattle real expecta- 
tions. And Tricky’s mix ultimately 
won't play in the still-provincial 
US pop sphere, where a single — 
and usually singularly American 
— face and voice, whether it be 
Kurt Cobain’s or Bob Dylan’s, 
has always emerged to lead. 
Forget about techno for the same 
reason. 

Over the next four pages, we 
examine how rock got where it is 
today, as a creative enterprise and 
as a business. From an except of 
Fred Goodman’s terrific new 
book, The Mansion on the Hill, 
which deals with the collision of 
art and commerce, to Phoenix 
music editor Jon Garelick’s 
assessment of the state of modern 
rock, to Michael Freedberg’s 
provocative Europop manifesto, 
there’s much to consider about 
what happens when music and 
money mix — as they always do in 
rock. And as they always have. 

Another thing is certain about 
rock today. It is poised for a 
change, an infusion of new blood 
that’s going to reconnect the 
music and its audience and sell a 
lot of CDs. This will happen. And 
it will be artist driven. Time and

Why Euro and new R&B are flying high 
BY MICHAEL FREEDBERG Both Neil Strauss’s recent New York 


Times front-page story on the current state of the US pop-music 
industry and a similar article in Time came to the same conclusion: the 


trouble with pop is the failure of 
alternative rock. But what if Time 
and the Times are wrong? Pop- 
music genres have peaked before. 
The essence of rock and roll, it 
was once said, was to capture the 
moment and be gone. “Three 
minutes of genius,” the hit single 


was Called. It wasn’t until the 
shift- from AM _ rock-and-roll 
radio to FM “rock” radio that 


albums became the medium of 
choice. Then “rock” peaked, and 
the forum moved from FM to the 
dance club, where the 12-inch 
single reigned. Then disco 
peaked, and the forum shifted 
back to FM, to college stations 
block-programming new wave 
and punk, especially import 45s 
from the UK. 

College radio proved to be the 
next big thing, all right, but that 
era is now over. The audience for 
“alternative” was never as poly- 
morphous as it claimed. Where 
earlier forms of pop had beck- 
oned the whole world, alternative 
invited only the chosen few. It 


was an honor student’s music, a 
diversion for the future meritoc- 
racy. Its angsts were a way of say- 
ing, “We are the A team. And you 
are not.” But the music of one- 
upmanship has peaked. 

While college, and now “mod- 
ern rock,” radio has been playing 
out its narrow hand, other pop- 


music genres — uncommented 
on by the alterna-mags, unplayed 
on alterna-radio — have gone 


from success to success. Disco 
failed to sustain a pop audience in 
the US, but it always held onto 
the clubs, and in Europe, the 
Middle East, Asia, and Quebec it 
took over. Today’s surge of 
Eurobeat, led by La Bouche, Real 
McCoy, Corona, Robert Miles, 
and Los Del Rio, is the outcome 
of that conquest. 

Moreover, as Strauss’s own 
article points out, the years 1985 
to 1992 saw the triumph of rap, 
new jack, and Hispanic pop, as 
America’s people of color, grow- 
ing in number and market power, 
witnessed their own generational 





revolution. Previous forms of 
black American pop had appealed 
to all age groups; rap and new 
jack, however, were specifically 
geared to a youth image and 
young people’s preoccupations. 
And sure enough, the same eco- 
nomics that had made teen music 
such a success among white kids 
— youth’s need to show off to 
parents and pals, plus bargain- 
basement recording costs and a 
blues-based music — made this 
music a success again. Black kids 
bought the new music, and so did 
white kids. It was the 1950s revis- 
ited, as a city-born “rhythm & 
blues” took suburbia by storm. 
When the new “urban” pop 
surged, the music magazines were 
caught short. Although they wrote 
about hip-hop (not so often about 
new jack), alterna-radio could not 
play the music without losing its 
core fans. Meanwhile, the FMs 
that did play hip-hop and new 
jack couldn’t draw those fans if 
they were to play alternative. 
Since the college stations and 
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rnessed and 


retooled as the market-friendly new-wave sound. 


becomes fallow, a strong new 
voice emerges and turns the mar- 
ket — and for a little while the 
world — around. Chuck Berry is 
the greatest example. A song- 
writer and opportunistic busi- 
nessman, Berry understood that 
Patti Page and the rest of what 
came out of the early 50s music- 
biz mill weren't speaking to the 
lucrative teen market. As a black 
man in America, he knew the 
sting of alienation even better 
than white youth do, and perhaps 
his own arrested personality 
(think of his infamous exploits 
filming women through holes 
drilled in bathroom walls) made 
him uniquely equipped to write 
tunes addressing adolescent con- 
cerns. He knew that when you’re 
worried about getting wheels, 
partying, and getting laid, you 
don’t give a shit about how much 
that doggie in the window costs. 

And so it’s been. Rock has 
changed its course at the behest 
of artists with a vision and an 
entrepreneurial streak. After 
Berry came the Beatles, then 
Dylan, whose lyricism paved the 
way for the success of the Eagles 
and their Southern  Cali- 


fornia—sound compatriots, then

music magazines had already dis- 
missed Eurobeat, their inability to 
get aboard the new “urban” 
music eft them without a future.

the disco empire built atop the 
funky foundation of Sly & the 
Family Stone, then the punk 
response of the Sex Pistols and 
the Ramones (which was bridled 
and successfully marketed as new 
wave), Springsteen’s ’80s _polliti- 
cal wave surfing, and the Nirvana 
revolution. (If you doubt that 
Cobain had commercial aspira- 
tions, remember this: every song- 
writer wants his work to be heard, 
and therein lies the germ of 
industry.) And always following 
tight on their heels have been 
businessmen ready to ripen the 
fruits of their innovative labors — 
whether managers like the 
Beatles’ Brian Epstein and 
Dylan’s Albert Grossman, or 
empire builders like Asylum 
Records’ David Geffen and disco 
label Casablanca’s Neil Bogart. 
Whether artists, businessmen, or 
a combination of both, these 
innovators have all been men of 
the moment — of a time when 
something was missing, was 
wrong, was needed. Now, we've 
reached that moment again. And 
soon someone we don’t know yet 
is going to come along and 
change our world — or at least 
write it a new soundtrack. « 


greater numbers in US 
cities had Euro tastes, but 
they weren’t asked about 
it and it sure wasn’t 
‘addressed. As for people 
over age 30, they were off 
the screen. 

Meanwhile, the rest of 
the entire pop world was 
doing just fine. Last year 
the Economist ran a 
lengthy article about the 
enormous expansion of 
non- English-language 
pop and European dance 
music. It told how Poly- 
Gram, Europe’s biggest 
pop-music corporation, 
was enjoying 10 percent 
growth per year — five 
times as big a growth rate 
as Strauss reports for the 
US record industry in 
1996. Strauss’s article 
includes a display box 
showing the market col- 
lapse of acts like Hootie 
and the Blowfish, R.E.M., Pearl 
Jam, Sheryl Crow, and Nirvana: 
yet the same display box shows 
that Celine Dion’s new English- 
language CD has sold 4.7 million 
units, up from 3.2 million for her 
last English-language release. 
Dion, of course, is a Québecoise 
with a base in European pop and 
a huge audience in Francophone 
countries. She sings sturdily 
about immutability in love — a 
theme as unlike the shifting 
ironies of alternative rock as pos- 
sible. No wonder her sales are 
surging. No wonder the bypassed 
US music pundits don’t take her 
into account. But they should. As 
Strauss himself writes, “In the 
world of pop, the only sure thing 
this year seems to be Celine 
Dion.” a 


















BY JON GARELICK Given all the current 


handwringing about the state of the music 
business, it’s hard to resist the temptation to 


say, “The music business deserves to die.” In 


fact, the current shakeout may ultimately do 


the music business some good. It may all bea 


matter of waiting for “the next 
big thing,” as Time magazine 
suggested. Or it may be a matter 
of trying expressly to make that 
thing happen — which would 
require a degree of patience that 
the record industry, by its nature, 
never seems to have. Maybe, if 
the music just sucks right now, 
the industry’s partly. to blame 
and always has been. 

The last big boom came with 
the late-’80s CD revolution, and 
there are those who argue that the 
back-catalogue phenomenon has 
been inflating record-industry fig- 
ures ever since. Only now, those 
analysts. say, when folks have 
pretty much replaced all their old 
vinyl, has the shaky foundation of 
the business revealed itself. Take 
the comments of Danny 
Goldberg, president of Mercury 
Records,. who fantasized to the 
New York Times’s Neil Strauss, 
“Soon there will be a multimedia 
product that we will sell for $20 
or $25. And I'll go back and buy 
Bob Dylan’s Highway 61 
Revisited for the ninth time.” 
Goldberg is assuming that there 
won't be any new equivalents to 
Highway 61. All the good music 
has been made, and the only thing 
that will save the industry is 
repackaging and reselling it. 
(Goldberg, by the way, once man- 
aged Nirvana.) 

In truth, for a “growth indus- 
try,” the record business is 
remarkably averse to research and 
development. “In most fields, the 
industry invests in research,” the 
composer George Russell told me 
a few years ago. “And to a certain 
extent the music business used to. 
It doesn’t any more. It’s interest- 
ed only in what’s of immediate 
value. When that’s no longer 
valuable, it’s terminated. But in 
the old days, it wasn’t like that. 
They didn’t can people because 
they sold a small amount. They 
knew what they had. Billie 
Holiday didn’t sell that much. 
And if she did or if she didn’t, 
they kept her.” 

In the alterna-rock era, indie 
labels served the R&D function, 
finding and developing acts like 
Nirvana, Soundgarden, Dinosaur 
Jr, and, before them all, R.E.M. 
But now the majors are gobbling 
up: the indies with dubious co- 
ownership and distribution deals 
— because that’s where the hits 
are supposed to be. And expecta- 
tions for new bands have gone 
completely out of whack. A year 
ago in this newspaper, Matt 
Ashare pointed out how (in a 
trend that R.E.M. wrought long 
before Nirvana) bands like the 
Replacements and Hiisker Dii got 
signed on the basis of strong-by- 
indie-rock-standards sales and 
then were expected to crash 
through to the big time. That’s 
been the expectation for any band 
signed to a major since — just 
ask Belly, Fuzzy, and Throwing 
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AS SINATRA SAID: “Some- 
thing’s wrong someplace.” 


Muses. 

Of course, there’s nothing 
wrong with being a “small” band 
— whether that means coasting 
on unacceptable major-label sales 
figures of 30,000 (huge in indie 
terms) or simply being the neigh- 
borhood Saturday-night dance 
band (or Friday-night garage 
band). But creative surges come 
with commercial surges, and they 
generate an energy that the rest of 
the music, and the rest of the cul- 
ture, feeds off. 

Whether he specifically envi- 
sions dollar signs or not, an artist 
who communicates in pop terms 
wants an audience. And the 
visionary artists naturally seek a 
large audience because, whether 
they’re aware of it or not, they see 
society not in terms of “formats” 
but in terms of larger social reali- 
ties. Krist Novoselic recalls the 


making of Nevermind as insepa- 
rable from the reality of the Gulf 
War, which was fuming half a 
world a way while the album was 
being recorded. These “current 
events” were never mentioned in 
the album’s oblique lyrics; they

informed it nonetheless. There 
will always be useful artists happy 
to play for the neighborhood 
Saturday-night dance, but the 
great stuff reaches beyond locale 
and genre despite itself — X's 
tightly rendered vision of a reces- 
sion-era Los Angeles (“The 
World’s a Mess, It’s in My Kiss”), 
the Sex Pistols’ vision of the last 
gasps of a ~liberal-government 
UK, even Talking Heads’ vision of 
a fucked-up art scene in 
Providence, Rhode Island. 

And the rule for good business 
in the music-industry remains 
what it was when Albert 
Grossman (then managing Bob 
Dylan) laid it out for Columbia 
Records: follow the artist. As 
described by Fred Goodman in 
Mansion on the Hill, this was the 
same Columbia Records that 
barely had the patience to let 
Bruce Springsteen get to his third 
album. If this guy’s so great, where 
are the hits? Then as now, good 
art makes good business, and the 
powers at Columbia deigned to 
issue Born To Run. 

It’s up to the visionaries to 
transform our idea of what pop 
can mean. Will Friedwald has 
documented how in the late *40s, 
Frank Sinatra and big-band 
leader Artie Shaw were willing to 
resist the novelties of the Your Hit 
Parade radio-show era. In 1948, 
Friedwald recounts, Sinatra was 
singing the “Too Fat Polka” while 
“The Woody Woodpecker Song” 


was topping the charts (the 
“Lump” and “Just a Girl” of their 
day!). 


At the same time, Sinatra was 
waging a war to save his career by 
fighting his record company to 
record better material. He and 
Shaw (working independently) 
focused their repertoire on the 
show tunes of Cole Porter, the 
Gershwins, Rodgers & Hart, and 
others — material that would 
come to be known as “The Great 
American Songbook.” Friedwald 
argues convincingly (In Sinatra! 
The Song Is You, which Scribners 
published in 1995) that these 
songs became standard in large 
part because Sinatra sang them. 
And recorded them on one care- 
fully arranged “concept” album 
after another. Sinatra and Shaw 
were driven to create this new 
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standard repertoire of American 
popular song for both artistic and 
commercial reasons. They 
searched for quality, for artistical- 
ly viable material, because their 
commercial viability depended on 
it. “The music business . . . must 
give people things that move them 
emotionally and make them 
laugh, too,” Sinatra said. “But 
we're not doing it, and there’s 
something wrong someplace.” 
(Shaw, in fact, quit the music 
business — more than once — in 
disgust.) 

The music business has contin- 
ued to go through its fallow peri- 
ods, creative and commercial, 
since Sinatra’s early days. Greil 
Marcus recalls the few years just 
before the appearance of the 
Beatles, the nadir being Jimmy 
Gilmer’s “Sugar Shack” in 1963, 
“the number one song of the year 
and perhaps the worst excuse for 
itself rock and roll had yet pro- 
duced. Rock and roll — the radio 
— felt dull and stupid, a dead 
end.” Marcus also recalls that 
“the excitement, the sense of 
being caught up in something 
much bigger than one’s own pri- 
vate taste, had disappeared from 
rock years before.” 

Michael Freedberg argues else- 
where in this special section (see 
opposite page) that the death of 
alterna-rock doesn’t necessarily 
toll the death of the music indus- 
try. In fact, he says, other genres 
are thriving, and he cites Celine 
Dion as a pop phenom who’s nur- 
tured her career carefully, build- 
ing it over a period of years, 
choosing material wisely, con- 
quering the Francophone coun- 
tries and, finally, America. This 
would be more encouraging news 
if it did bode well for the music 
industry as a whole. But the cur- 
rent sales figures for America 
indicate a loss overall. So it’s not 
that people are defecting from 
Pearl Jam to go over to the Celine 
Dion camp; it’s that they’re disap- 
pearing from the record stores 
entirely. 

Part of pop’s meaning comes 
from its power to send cross-gen- 
erational and cross-genre shock- 
waves — the way Nirvana did, or 
the Beatles, or Dylan, or Elvis, or 
Chuck Berry. We'll always have 
the music of the margins: jazz, 


classical, the inveterate indies, 
John Zorn. And we'll have our 
favorite jocal rockabilly bands. 
The all-inclusive creative/com- 
mercial surges are what keep 
radio from going dull and stupid. 

In rock this year, the biggest 
thing going creatively is Beck, and 
as much as I liked Odelay, | 
haven’t put it on in months. All I 
can do is shop and compare. 
Nevermind Nevermind, what's 
out there now that’s even as good 
as the Beastie Boys’ Check Your 
Head (1992)? Hip-hop has 
become a tribal bore, and every- 
thing else is a soundttack. 

Many are looking for the next 
big thing to come from all the DJs 
of the electronic world, but for me 
there’s no there there. Cheap 
samplers have turned amateurs 
into musicians faster than you can 
learn a G-chord. And the result is 
anonymity when what we need, as 
Jon Pareles has pointed out in the 
Times, is a music we can identify 
with. When music becomes 
anonymous, -when its loses its 
face and body, its live component, 
well, as Sinatra said, “Some- 
thing’s wrong someplace.” Tricky 
seems to be backing away from 
his own complex persona (and, as 
they say, his live shows suck). In 
fact, as a persona, Bjork has more 
fortitude than all the DJs com- 
bined (on Telegram, her remixed 
voice is sliced and diced, but it’s 
still as robustly Bjork as ever). 

The “next big thing” may yet 
bubble from the electronic under- 
ground if someone with a pop 
sense can use it as a means to 
bring us the news about our- 
selves, to tell us something we 
don’t already know, or at least 
weren't aware that we knew (what 
were Nirvana or the Beatles about 
if not unfolding realizations?) So 
as the majors fizzle and sputter, 
look for the research and develop- 
ment to flourish again in the 
underground. And hope that 
when the next thing comes along, 
the majors have the wherewithal 
to recognize it. But don’t hold 
your breath. As James Cagney 
once said about the quickie 
Hollywood fast-buck productions 
of his early career, “Talent was 
not nurtured, it was consumed. If 
anyone was practicing art, I never 
saw it.” S 
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named Love and Commerce. It’s a delicious irony in the Music City. 
And in music itself. Art and business are locked in constant combat 


and consort within the world of 
musicmaking. Particularly in 
rock, where artistic integrity is 
essential to the music’s original, 
defiant spirit — and, again ironi- 
cally, a viable marketing tool. 
Former Rolling Stone editor 
Fred Goodman’s bold, thorough- 
ly researched book The Mansion 








on the Hill: Dylan, Young, Geffen, 
and Springsteen and the Head-On 
Collision of Rock and Commerce 
(Times Books) puts the intersec- 
tion of love and commerce under 
a microscope. By detailing the 
transformation of rock culture 
into a multibillion-dollar industry, 
and using the artists in its title as 
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a cumulative case study, 
Goodman explores the contradic- 
tions of a creative world rooted in 
human passion but increasingly 
driven by cold hard cash. 

In the excerpt that accompanies 
this piece, Goodman recounts the 
founding of the famous Beantown 
club the Boston Tea Party, and its

role in launching some of rock’s 
most serious players . . . and play- 
ers — thereby explaining the 
genre’s initial steps from counter- 
culture to industry. 

In fact, much of Goodman's 
book illuminates Boston’s oft-for- 
gotten role in the rock biz’s evolu- 
tion. “I had been interested in trac- 
ing the roots of the rock under- 
ground, and Boston is a great 
place to do it because you can see 
it go from purists and hobbyists, 
guys feeling their way, and crafting 
it into a business,” says the author. 


How the rock counterculture began to turn corporate 
BY FRED GOODMAN The Lyman Family [a commune based in Fort 


Hill] had a number of projects that addressed Boston’s hip music 
community, including a brief-lived coffeehouse in a former synagogue 


on Berkeley Street, the Moondial. 
The site of a few music perfor- 
mances, the Moondial was pri- 
marily intended as a venue for 
avant-garde films, especially 
those by Jonas Mekas, Andy 
Warhol, and other members of 
the experimental Filmmakers’ 
Cinematheque, whom [commune 
leader Mel] Lyman had met in 
New York. To help get the project 
going, one of the Family mem- 
bers, Jesse Benton, the daughter 
of painter Thomas Hart Benton, 
turned to a thirty-two-year-old 
lawyer from Kansas City, 
Missouri, named Ray Riepen. 
Although an unlikely candidate to 
represent a charismatic drug cult, 
his chance association with the 
Lyman Family would have a far 
more profound and unexpected 
impact: he was about to become 
the first businessman to recog- 
nize that Boston's burgeoning 
rock underground represented 
both a major cultural shift and a 
new commercial market. 

A corporate lawyer, Ray Riepen 
had handled civil trials for the 
Kansas City attorney's office before 
pursuing a master’s degree at 
Harvard Law School. He had 
picked up a few clients around 
Boston and had helped Benton 
obtain a divorce. Riepen found her 
latest call intriguing. “She says, 
‘Would you help these guys out? 
They’re gonna get a Ford grant, but 
they don’t have any money right 
now,’ ” recalls Riepen. “I thought, 
‘My God, Andy Warhol — I've 
heard of him!’ I didn’t know any- 
thing about show business, but | 
thought it would be fun.” 

Riepen went to see the 
Moondial’s landlord, and when 
he discovered that someone else 
was interested in renting the 
building and turning it into a 
dance hall, he urged his clients to 
let him sign a lease. But the grant 
money hadn't come through yet. 
“Being a bad lawyer, | put up my

own money to sign this damn 
lease,” says Riepen. “What did | 
know?” The following week he 
learned the Ford Foundation was- 
n't going to fund the project and 
went into a panic. “I’m a student 
at Harvard Law and I’ve got a 
five-thousand-square-foot syna- 
gogue in the South End.” 
Recalling his conversation with 
the landlord, Ricpen decided that 
converting the synagogue into a 
ballroom wasn’t a bad idea. A few 
months earlier he had gone to the 
Balloon Farm, a New York dance 
club, and though hardly a rock 
aficionado, he was a voracious 
reader and well aware of the cul- 
tural changes taking place both in 
Boston and around the country. 
By 1967 it was obvious that Club 


47, although still the standard- 
bearer among the Boston coffee- 
houses, was the wrong venue for 
the increasingly popular electric 
bands. Aside from its close associ- 
ation with acoustic folk - artists, 
the club was simply too small and 
couldn't afford the acts. “My taste 
in music did not really go beyond 
1815 — I didn’t like the later 
quartets of Beethoven,” he quips. 
“But | was not living under a rock 
— | had seen the Beatles in 
Hamburg. And | did understand 
as well as anyone that acid, and at 
least pot, had hit the middle class. 
1 didn’t want a career in show 
business, but | thought, ‘God, 
you've got cighty-three colleges 
and 240,000 students and the 
radio stations are playing Top 40 
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and pretending Joni James is the 
way to go. And with the arguable 
exception of Berkeley, this is the 
hippest town in America!’ ” 
Ricpen was aware that a suc- 
cessful group of New York club 
owners had already tricd and failed 
to obtain the necessary permits to 
open in Boston. “They were told by 
everybody that there was no way to 
get this done because of the 
police,” he recalls. “They were not 
going to open anything for rock 
and roll — that meant dope.” With 
his background in Kansas City pol- 
itics, Riepen knew that Boston's 
vast political and patronage 
machine would have to be stoked, 
and he was able to maneuver the 
project through the city’s 
Byzantine licensing maze. . . . 
Riepen renamed the club the 
Boston Tea Party, a double enten- 
dre that was both a call to revolt 


against the commercialism of Top ° 


40 music and a sly reference to 
marijuana. He offered music on 
the weekends with local bands, 
one of which was Peter Wolf’s 
group, the Hallucinations, which 
rehearsed in the synagogue dur- 
ing the weck. 

He tentatively booked a few 
out-of-town bands, including the 
Velvet Underground, which 
became a_ regular attraction. 
Riepen, constantly worried about 
shakedowns and police pressure, 
hired Steve Nelson, a lawyer with 
a ponytail and a master’s degree 
from the Kennedy School of 
Government, to book and man- 
age the hall. “I knew Boston was 
incredibly corrupt,” says Riepen. 
“And | was getting my share of 
people coming around. | thought, 
‘Well, if they raid us, the manager 
on site is a lawyer.’ ” But the club 
just wasn’t clicking. Acts came on 
a catch-as-catch-can basis, and 
Riepen was paying too much for 
them. He had even called the two 
leading San Francisco rock pro- 
moters, Bill Graham and Chet 
Helms, searching for any West 
Coast band that might be coming 
east. “We were getting Lothar 
and the Hand People, the Peanut 
Butter Conspiracy, all these fabu- 
lously hot acts,” Riepen says sar- 
castically. 

All that changed in carly 1968 


Making book on the biz 


Fred Goodman checks the intersection of love and commerce

“It’s also sort of an untold story. 


Everybody thinks about San

Goodman rectifies that histori- 
cal slight, but the meat of the 
book lies deeper than storytelling. 
It’s in his relentless probing of the 
fascinating clash of art and busi- 
ness. That’s what launched him 
on the book’s 36 months of 
research and writing. After ycars 
of observing the interplay of those 
forces as a music journalist writ- 
ing for various consumer and 





when Ricpen met two men. One 
was Don Law, the young promot- 
er who had worked with the 
Remains, the Hallucinations, and 
Icllyroll. The other was a strug- 
gling booking agent from New 
York named Frank Barsalona. 

Stubby, nervous, and_ sclf- 
effacing, Frank Barsalona didn’t 
look like a man who would build a 
rock and roll empire. He had 
grown up on Staten Island and 
landed a job in the mail room of 
the GAC talent agency. When a 
job booking rock acts opened in 
the agency’s talent department in 
the carly sixties, Barsalona 
begged for it even though it was- 
n’t what he’d envisioned for him- 
self. “That wasn’t the glamour 
part of the agency business,” he 
says. “Motion pictures, television 
were the hip places to be. In those 
days rock was this bastardized 
part of show business that was 
going to be over in a couple of 
years. There was no future, there 
was no talent.” .. . 

Barsalona became convinced 
that the agencies themselves were 
the biggest impediment to the 
careers of rock and _ rollers. 
“Everybody thought, ‘These peo- 
ple are lucky to have a hit record 
— they'll probably have a follow- 
up and then they’re history.’ And 
basically that’s how everybody 
felt. Every once in a while you'd 
have a Bobby Darin or a Connie 
Francis — but they were always 
looking to get out of that market. 
There was no respect for the rock 
and roll people. | realized we were 
part of the problem.” 

When Barsalona was fired by 
GAC in 1964, he formed a new 
agency, Premier, specifically to 
handle rock and roll acts. His ini- 
tial clients included such Ameri- 
can groups as Mitch Ryder and 
the Detroit Wheels, Little 
Anthony and the Imperials, Del 
Shannon, and several girl groups 
that included the Ronettes, the 
Chiffons, and the Shangri-Las. 
With the continuing impact of the 
British Invasion, Premier also 
needed to sign English acts. The 
agency's first British clicnts — 
Freddie and the Dreamers, Wayne 
Fontana and the Mindbendcrs, 
and Herman's Hermits — were

trade publications, he found his 
accumulated experience sparking 
him to action during the 1988 
induction of Woody Guthrie into 
the Rock ‘n’ Roll Hall of Fame. 

“I was just struck by the ‘not 
rightness’ of it,” he says. “After 
writing about music for 15 years, 
how do you reconcile these things 
that seem antithetical? That was 
really the question. | didn’t start 
out to write about any of these 
guys in particular. My feeling 
was, ‘How do you start with 
something that is not a business 
and end up with something that 
seems to be about business most 
of the time?’ ” 

In writing about music-industry 
moguls like Asylum Records 
founder David Geffen and 
Springsteen manager Jon Landau, 
Goodman details a fascinating 
pattern of shameless oppor- 
tunism, greed, and ego — without 
judgment. He takes the Joe Friday 
approach, and with narrative ele- 
gance and crisp language he 
makes. their empire-building 


hardly the kind of groups to 
inspire thoughts of longterm 
careers, but Herman's Hermits 
went on to score eleven Top 10 
singles over a two-and-a-half- 
year run and helped establish 
Premier as the agency of choice 
among British managers. 

It was Dick Friedberg, a part- 
ner whom Barsalona liked to 
ridicule as “a wiseass without 
substance,” who signed Premier's 
breakthrough act, the Who. When 
Barsalona finally saw the band at 
their dress rehearsal for a Murray 
the K show, -he knew they were 
incredible. Unlike Premier’s pre- 
vious pop acts from Britain, the 
Who was a band that demanded 
to be seen and heard, and their 
intelligence and musicianship 
were indicative of the increasing 
sophistication and scope of rock. 

Nowhere were these new devel- 
opments more obvious than with 
the rapidly evolving “San 
Francisco Sound.” As in the east, 
the Bay Area’s underground rock 
scene had its roots in folk music. 
Many of the area’s most influential 
rock musicians, like Jerry Garcia 
of the Grateful Dead and Paul 
Kantner and Jorma Kaukonen of 
the Jefferson Airplane, had started 
out playing folk and bluegrass. 
And if the groundbreaking work of 
Dylan, the Byrds, and the Paul 
Butterfield Blues Band had shown 
them the way to go electric, LSD 
turned up the volume. The 
Grateful Dead frequently func- 
tioned as the house band at Ken 
Kesey’s famous “acid test” parties, 
and, before long, San Francisco's 
public rock dances were offering 
approximations of the acid tests, 
featuring experimental lights and 
sounds to manipulate perception. 
By the spring of ’66, there were at 
least two public dances, heavily 
influenced by pot and acid and 
conspicuously outrageous, being 
staged in San Francisco each 
weekend. 

In the Bay Area, business was a 
dirty word to virtually everyone 
involved in the music scene 
except Bill Graham, who ran the 
Fillmore Auditorium. Brian 
Rohan, the attorney for many of 
San Francisco’s most important 
music figures, including Graham 
and the Grateful Dead, had no 
entertainment experience. He got 
the nod because he had represent- 
ed writer and LSD proponent 
Ken Kesey on an acid bust — 
which meant Rohan was hip and 
trustworthy. .. . 

“This was not a_ business 
town,” adds Rohan. “With Kesey 
we had ‘tank meetings.’ A tank 


meeting is where you get a tank of |

tunes are failing, and it seems the 
days of the industry capos might 
be over. Goodman, however, 
insists they aren't: “In some ways, 
it’s still a very young business. 
During the course of doing the 
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book | talked to Irving Azoff 
about his record company, and he 
explained that he was trying to do 
a broad-based company. But, he 
said, ‘The market seems so 
diverse, | didn’t think you could 
do a niche label at this point, but 
I think Rick Rubin is proving me 
wrong.’ Don't forget, Geffen 
essentially started Asylum as a 
niche label about singer-song- 
writers from California. | think 
that’s a game plan that could con- 
tinueto work. If you can establish 
some sort of credibility in the 
business world, and grow_ and 
adjust your company, there’s no 
reason someone else won't come 
along and do it again. What's 
interesting to me is the way that 
history repeats itself.” 

After digging deeply into the 
gearbox of the industry’s machin- 
ery for so long, has Goodman 
become cynical about the way 
moneymaking impacts music- 
making? “Well, you only look at 
something for the first time once. 
I think my view has changed. As a

passed out twenty percent of the 
time. So everybody gets 80 per- 
cent of what’s going on — but 
nobody gets the same 80 percent. 
And everybody thinks they know 
everything, and everybody knows 
nothing. Each person has a com- 
pletely different point of view 
when the meeting’s over... . ” 
Barsalona represented the Beau 
Brummels but none of the more 
significant San Francisco acts. 
Rather, most of Premier’s artists 
had come to him through a series 
of arrangements with a handful of 
Britain’s most aggressive young 
music executives. Aside from Kit 
Lambert and Chris Stamp, man- 
agers of the Who, Barsalona 
sought out Chris Blackwell of

Island Records, Denny Cordell of 
Regal Zonophone, and Chris 
Wright and Terry Ellis of Chrysalis, 
and Premier was soon representing 
Procol Harum, Spencer Davis, 
Traffic, Savoy Brown, Joe Cocker, 
Spooky Tooth, and Ten Years 
After. Barsalona’s reliance on for- 
eign talent would prove fortuitous 
since the British bands were far 
more willing to treat rock and roll 
like a business, perhaps because it 
afforded working-class kids one of 
the few ready opportunities to 
overcome England’s more rigid 
class system... . 

“When the West Coast acts 
came through there was an atti- 
tude,” recalls Don Law. “You had 
to deal with a lot of bullshit. Egos, 
a heavier drug scene. They could- 
n't get things together. One show 
would be just dog shit and the 
next one would be great. English 
bands? Straight ahead. They were 
consistently better focused and 
prepared to play that market. 
There was an energy and intelli- 
gence that wasn’t there from the 
West Coast bands. It was the 
musicians: ‘I don’t have a shot 
unless I do this. This is my oppor- 
tunity to make it.’ The first time 
Jeff Beck played [in Boston] he 
had Rod Stewart and Ronnie 
Wood. And he was chewing them 
out! ‘You wankers! We've gotta 
play this thing better than we're 
playing it — these people came to 
hear that record Really 
chewing them out. You'd never 
hear that from a West Coast 
band.” ... 

Boston, with its huge student 
population, could be a key mar- 
ket, and it was an obvious starting 


point for a British band touring 
America. But Barsalona didn’t 
have a Boston venue. With noth- 
ing to lose, Frank drove up and 
began making the rounds. He 
quickly found the Boston Tea 
Party. And while Barsalona didn’t 
really know what to make of Ray 
Riepen, he knew the old syna- 
goguc, with a capacity of 750, 
was ideal for his acts. He immedi- 
ately pitched Riepen and Steve 
Nelson. “Basically, all they were 
doing were local bands,” recalls 
Barsalona. “I said, ‘Look, you 
don’t have to do local. This room 
is perfect. | have these acts from 
England. This music is just begin- 
ning.’ Riepen didn’t require 
much convincing. For $1,250, 
Premier booked Procol Harum 
into the Tea Party for three nights. 

Barsalona’s arrival promised to 
solve Riepen’s talent problems. 
But the hall was being run in a 
slipshod manner, and he soon 
made changes. Steve Nelson was 
out as manager of the Tea Party. 
His replacement was Don Law. 

Ricpen and Law were a unique 
and formidable pair. Both were 
exceptionally bright and hungry 
for success, but virtual opposites 
in temperament and talent. As a 
conceptualizer, Ray time and 
again would demonstrate the rare 
and extremely valuable ability to 
see the possibilities inherent in an 
unfolding situation before others 
could, regardless of whether it 
was business, politics, or culture 
in general... . 

Law, while far from plodding, 
was extraordinarily disciplined. If 
Riepen delighted in being the first 
one to divine the big picture, Law 
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journalist, you get on this tread- 
mill: you do interviews, you see 
the business part of it, people 
come in and go out, you wonder 
what’s art and what’s artifice. The 
trick’is to try to be fair and con- 
sider what's the reality for the 
artist. What happens if you have a 
hit record is that you get to make 
another one. That's a real thing. 
And you can’t hold against any- 
body that they want to maintain 
some level at which they can 
work. The question is, when 
someone's in that fourth record of 
their cight-record $85 million 
contract, are they making that 
record because they want to make 
a record, or because they owe 
three more records on that mas- 
sive contract? Then there’s the 
mattcr of constantly trying to sort 
that out, and that does affect how 
I look at things.” L]

had the patience to fill in its 
shades and shadows — some- 
thing Ray could not do. Riepen’s 
disintcrest in mastcring even the 
most rudimentary details of day- 
to-day life was legend. “When | 
met Ray he was slecping on the 
floor of an apartment in 
Cambridge,” recalls Joe Rogers, 
who worked for Riepen. “He had 
stacks and stacks of books but 
didn’t even have a mattress.” 
Indeed, just having an apartment 
was an accomplishment for 
Ricpen. He frequently lived in his 
car until a fricnd or cmployce 
took him in — either because he 
was broke or couldn't be bothered 
to pay the rent. There were times 
when he ran several companies 
without an office. Employces 
would be summoned to mectings 
in his car. -“His office was .a 
Lincoln Continental,” recalls 
Rogers. “And the dirty laundry 
was in the trunk.” 

With the help of Barsalona, 
who wanted to sce Boston with 
all its students blossom as a mar- 
ket, Law was able to get the Tea 
Party strong acts and timely 
bookings. ... 

“Christ, it was naturally an 
overwhelming success,” Ricpen 
says. “You had 250,000 white 
kids smoking a doobie for the 
first time in the history of man, 
and they thought this was fabu- 
lous. | could've had two zithers 
down there as long as | had an 
overhead projector and a strobe 
light. They didn’t care; they didn’t 
know! It all sounds perfect if 
you've got five hundred mikes 
[editor's note: five hundred micro- 
grams of acid] under your belt.” 

Just ow out of it the audience 
was became obvious to Law one 
night when the Tea Party caught 
fire — and nobody noticed. 

“We had terrific fears of fire 
because it was an old, dry build- 
ing,” he says. “Obviously, people 
smoked; there was an area 
upstairs where they could go out 
and sit over the floor. 

“One night Van Morrison was 
onstage and singing ‘Up the 
Ladder.’ | was on the floor, and | 
looked up and there were flames 
shooting out of the ceiling near 
the fan. So myself and the main- 
tenance guy bounded upstairs. 
We're shooting fire extinguishers 
down this hole where the audi- 
ence is. Van Morrison had the 
presence of mind to keep singing 
like nothing was happening — 
which was great, because people 
would have freaked. Somebody 
on the floor told me later that as 
all these flames and fire extin- 
guishers and water were coming 
down, people were going * “Up 
the Ladder” — far out light 
show... °” E

Shakespeare, 
not Grisham 


BOSTON — Kenneth Branagh pulls confidently at 


his Heineken. He's just held a press conference — 
with a platoon of university journalists, and his 
brawny, utterly faithful, and inspired Hamlet was a 
hit. He’s not worried that the title of his next pro- — 
posed Shakespearean effort —-.a musical version of 
Love's Labours Lost — will prove prophetic of his 
newest opus. Certainly it won't suffer the fate of his 
misshapen monster Mary Shelley's Frankenstein. 
_ “It was a tough time.” He winces. "We faethe 
most atrocious reviews w ; 
~ Unequivocally. Across the board. And thal wie hav. 
I'm_ over it now. At the time, it was sores roe 
canitellyou? =<. 





“Making the movie was fine. AG cecese. fiter 
wisdom, said, ‘Oh well, it's a shame that film was 


taken away from you.’ | had to say, ‘That film wasn't 
taken away from me. This is my film.’ So I’m happy 
to take all the responsibility for it. The tough part 
was knowing from the very first screening that it 
was just going to fucking die. And then going 
around the world to promote it, which | felt honor 
bound to do. And so | go around the world for eight 
weeks and start every conversation at nine in the 
morning [in a deep German/Scandinavian accent]

How he built some of Hamiet had as much to do 
with tabloid journalism as with Shakespeare.

This Hamlet's fault lies in tts stars 
BY PETER KEOUGH There’s at least one two- 


hour masterpiece in Kenneth Branagh’s brave, 
sprawling, over-the-top adaptation of William 


Shakespeare’s Hamlet. Too bad it 
has to be extricated from a star-stud- 
ded four-hour (not including inter- 
mission) 70mm extravaganza that’s 
the Bardic version of It’s a Mad, 
Mad, Mad, Mad World. A symptom 
of what’s wrong transpires in the 
opening scene, in which the Ghost of 
Hamlet’s father appears before a 
Jack Lemmon tricked out in bulky 
19th-century Hussar garb as the 
bewildered soldier Marcellus. The 
audience at the screening I attended 


laughed — which was clearly not 
Shakespeare’s intention, nor 
Branagh’s. 


When Branagh fulfills his inten- 
tions, he transforms his inspirations 
into often breathtaking cinematic 
conceits, and his Hamlet offers some 
of the finest Shakespeare committed 
to the screen. Who would think that 
there could be any novel twist 
brought to “To be or not to be”? 
Branagh recites it before a mirrored 
door behind which lurk Claudius 
(Derek Jacobi) and _ Polonius 
(Richard Briers), underscoring the 
point that this quintessential moment 
of theatrical introspection is, in fact, 
a performance. 

Branagh’s Hamlet is a play of sur- 
faces, not an exploration of depths — 
the glittering halls of the sets seem 
more suitable for the The Student 
Prince than for gloomy Elsinore. His 
hero is a man of action stymied not by 
existential doubts but by external cir- 
cumstances — no Freudian folderol at 
work here. His father murdered, his 
mother Gertrude (Julie Christie) 
remarried to the likely culprit, he’s 
pissed that he has to do some detective 
work to get the facts straight before he 
can grab the situation by the balls and 
have done with it. 

A scene just before the intermission 
sums him up. Like a Caspar David 
Friedrich figure he stands in the fore-

ground of an icy plain, bewailing his 
inaction to the camera, while behind 
him loom the antlike columns of 
Fortinbras’s army “. . . twenty thou- 
sand men/That, for a fantasy or a trick 
of fame,/Go to their graves like beds.” 
It’s the St. Crispin’s Day speech in 
reverse — a rallying cry for the self, 
not the self-sacrificing. 

Indeed, there may too much of 
Prince Hal in Branagh’s performance 
— the film seems at time like Hamlet 
V. His energy and emotion peak early 
and never abate; and that and not the 
length is what makes the film exhaust- 
ing. Except for the deftly wrought and 
flaky mad scenes, there are no quiet 
moments of reflection to mitigate the 
swashbuckling pace. 

This lack of interiority has the 
advantage of putting the other charac- 
ters in deeper relief. Derek Jacobi’s 
Claudius is almost Hamlet-like in his 
brooding doubts and dreads — he, 
not Hamlet, is the melancholy Dane in 
this version. His soliloquy in search of 
expiation observed by his murderously 
intent nephew resonates more than 





any of Branagh’s orations, but the 
scene ends with a visual shocker that 
proves Branagh’s triumph in this film 
is not so much his acting as his genius 
at adaptation. 

Julie Christie’s Gertrude radiates lit- 
tle sensuality, only a faded sadness. 
This is the result of Branagh’s decision 
to eliminate all traces of the Oedipal 
angle; Hamlet’s confrontation with his 
mother in her bedchamber seems 
more about spousal abuse than latent 
incest. If there are any O¢cedipal 
shenanigans going on here, it’s 
between Polonius and Ophelia (Kate 
Winslet) — his inquiry into his daugh- 
ter’s relationship with Hamlet 
explodes into an all-too-convincing 
violent rage arising from repressed 
sexual jealousy. Briers’s Polonius is 
one to reckon with: he’s pompous all 
right, but also crafty, ruthless, and 
deceptive. It’s one of the film’s more 
engaging ironies that we see Polonius 
as the worthy opponent he is, not the 
pushover and buffoon Hamlet dis- 
misses him as. 

One of the great rewards of 
Branagh’s defusing of Gertrude’s sex- 
uality is that it fires up Ophelia’s. 
Winslet’s scenes with Branagh seethe 
with sexual passion and pathology. 
(They’re marred by his decision to 
include a flashback of the pair in the 
sack; flashbacks, such as one with 


| Yorick looking like John Wayne Gacy 


in clown costume, spoil more than one 
scene.) The brutal double-entrende’d 
repartee between these genuine if dys- 
functional lovers in the play-within- 
the-play scene is erotic and heart- 
breaking. 

That is, until Charlton Heston pops 
up as the Player King, which remind- 
ed me of Saturday Night Live routine 
where the stiff and ponderous actor 
reads. from Madonna’s Sex book. Billy 
Crystal as a Brooklynese Gravedigger 
and Robin Williams dressed like the 
Nutcracker as Osric don’t help much 
either. Maybe Branagh wants to be the 
name-dropping Woody Allen of 
Shakespearean productions, but in 
this Hamlet, the fault lies not in him- 
self but in his stars. &

Dan Ireland mixes romance and madness

Whole Wide World, Vincent D’Onofrio gives the best performance I’ve 


seen by an actor in the past year. 
D'Onofrio has thick, squarish 
pugilist’s looks; a walrus mous- 
tache he tries out, or an outsize 
Mexican hat, sits on his face with 
unexpected ease, absurd 
appendages you suddenly realize 
complete him. He gives Howard 
a physicality that’s both lumber- 
ing and exploratory: tracking 
through the cornfields or down a 
country road, he always seems to 
be stretching toward something, 
a world only he can see. That’s 
the heart of Robert E. Howard, 
the man who created Conan the 
Barbarian: he lives such a fervent 
life in his head, rehearsing his 
stories in the fields or chanting 
them like fearful verse, bent over 
his typewriter, that he disappears 
into it. When his ailing mother 
(Ann Wedgeworth) interrupts 
him to call him to the phone, she 
has to shout to be heard above 
the din of his imagination. 

For this bold, possessed man, 
who brawls against the world 
every time he marks out a new 
tale, and whose braggadocio and 
nonconformity mask deep-flow-

D’Onofrio seems to invent his 
own style — a kind of home- 
grown pulp-theatrical machismo. 
It’s as if he’d crossed the stylized 
all-American forthrightness of a 
John Wayne with the romantic 
sweep and tormented soul credit- 
ed to 19th-century actors like 
Edmund Kean and Edwin Booth. 

The Whole Wide World is the 
work of two men whose names 
were unfamiliar to me, the direc- 
tor Dan Ireland and the screen- 
writer Michael Scott Myers, and 
it's enchanting. Modest but res- 
olutely offbeat and lovingly craft- 
ed (the soft-edged cinematogra- 
phy is by Claudio Rocha), it’s one 
of the few truly original pieces of 
filmmaking to be released in the 
past year, and it deserves to be the 


kind of small picture that audi- 
ences fall in love with. Even the 
usually programmatic composer 
Hans Zimmer seems to have been 
caught up in the movie's spell: 
he’s written an evocative and 
often witty score that suggests, in 
its small way, the kind of experi- 
mentation Copland went for in 
his soundtracks. 

Renee Zellweger plays 
Novalyne Price, the young teacher 
and hopeful short-story writer 
who becomes enamored of Bob 
and tries to draw him out of his 
isolation. Their courtship has a 
comic intensity brought on by her 
determination and his tendeney to 
back off unexpectedly and then, 
just as suddenly, come charging 
back at her like an offended bull.

seems content to sit and read his 
paper, to go quictly about his busi- 
ness with as little fuss as possible, to 
live out the rest of his days in peace 
and obscurity. But with the hell- 
raising Nat around, there's little 
hope of that. 

The less-than-dynamic duo 
play off each other marvelously. 
As well as refusing to submit to 
the present, Nat also refuses to 
rclinquish the past. Holding on to 
unfashionable ideals of social jus- 
tice, he crusades for the rights of 
workers, consumers, and any- 
body else he sees as a victim — 
whether they want him to or not. 
As the main beneficiary (or vic- 
tim) of Nat’s extravagant efforts 
to secure justice for one and all 
— and as the target audience for 
many of Nat’s outlandish fabrica- 
tions — Midge is driven to dis- 
traction, and even ineffectual vio- 
lence, by his friend. 

Matthau is adorable, making 
full use of his doughy charm and 
impeccable comic timing to 
make Nat both irresistible and 
infuriating. His character is also, 
it turns out, surprisingly wise. 
When berated by Midge for his 
constant lying, Nat _— says, 
“They're not lies, they're alter- 
ations. Sometimes the truth 
don’t fit. | take in a little here, | 
let out a little there, until it fits.” 
Davis, reprising his Broadway 
role as the shortsighted, curmud- 
geonly Midge, is the perfect 
straight man to Matthau’s odd- 
ball. He endures Nat’s antics 
with a mixture of outrage and 
resignation — and, we suspect, a 
little hidden pleasure, too. 

In a perverse way, Nat may even 
be good for Midge. When the 
smarmy yuppie Danforth (Boyd 
Gaines), head of the tenants’ com- 
mittee at the building where Midge 
is superintendent, attempts to ease 


the whole wide world.” But as the 
film goes on, you realize that it 
mostly refers to the world of Bob's 
fiction, which encompasses him, 
and the world that Novalyne is on 
the brink of entering — the world 
that graduation from college, a 
teaching career, and graduate 
school in Louisiana, as well as her 
love for Bob, present to her.

Midge out of his job, Nat stands 
up to him in a way that Midge 
never could. “You collect old furni- 
ture, old cars, old pictures,” he 
fires at the quivering Danforth, 
“everything but old people. They 
make bad souvenirs, they talk too 
much; even quiet they tell you too 
much. Well, they haven't stayed 
late to ruin your party.” It’s the 
kind of speech that Hollywood 
usually minces into a slush of sen- 
timentality; here it’s effective: 
touching and right on the mark. 

Despite the surface acrimony, 
and their seeming incompatibili- 
ty, Nat and Midge are a match 
made in heaven. In one hilarious 
scene, they smoke a joint of gov- 
ernment-supplied “medicinal” 
pot and giggle like schoolboys; 
they sing, they dance, they remi- 
nisce. Central Park becomes 
their playground, a place of 
magic and music. But the park 
also plays host to darker forces: 
predators and thugs who remain 
impervious to Nat's sleight of 
mouth, who have the ability, and 
inclination, to cause the pair 
great harm. 

When Nat and Midge come to 
the aid of a junkie (Martha 
Plimpton) who owes money to a 
vicious drug dealer (Craig T. 
Nelson), things turn decidedly 
nasty. Even more of a threat to 
their lifestyle is Nat's well-mean- 
ing daughter Clara (Amy Irving), 
who is determined to have her 
father interred in an old-folks 
home. The trials that they go 
through strengthen, but also 
threaten to shatter, the bond that 
forms between the two friends. 
Like Tom and Huck, Butch 
Cassidy and the Sundance Kid, or 
Batman and Robin, Nat and 
Midge are an unforgettable two- 
some. And I'm Not Rappaport is 
an unforgettable film.

That Ernest Hemingway! What a great writer, what an amazing life! Maybe 
someone should make a movie about him. These thoughts didn’t seem to 
occur to the brain trust behind In Love and War, Richard Attenborough’s 
banal and pointless effort to dramatize the young Hemingway’s infatuation 
with the nurse who tended to him when he was wounded while serving as a 
Red Cross volunteer in Italy during the waning days of World War I. Chris 
O'Donnell, the Boy Wonder, as the youth who would become the Nobel 
Prize—winning wellspring of American fiction? True, Hemingway was an 
asshole too, but at least you believed he knew how to read, and even write. 
The story, which a literary genius transformed into A Farewell to Arms, is 
here debased into a passel of clichés. - ; 

Hemingway, portrayed by O’Donnell as a wise-ass teen even more callow 
and charmless than Tom Cruise in Top Gun, gets bored with serving coffee 
and doughnuts to wounded vets and takes a jaunt to the front lines. There 
he chums around with some Italian soldiers until they all get blown up. 
Maybe he was heroic, maybe not; the facts don’t matter here, never mind the 
truth. He and older nurse Sandra Bullock fall in love, but it doesn’t work out.

The Public Broadcasting System has done

green room of our minds. Its

In endeavoring to 
make up for lost time, the 
Huntington offers a staging both 
old and new, straightforward and 
melancholic but daring to take the 
work’s sharp turns from gauzy 
poetry to grotesque humor. The 
wheels don’t-always make it back 
to the main road, but that’s better 
than their spinning through an 
unrelenting mist of memory, 
recrimination, and regret. And the 
staging also offers, in Jennifer 
Harmon, an Amanda who, though 
she can be as strident as a ban- 
shee, is not past her shelf life in 
the Southern-charm department. 
Charles Towers, who helmed 
the Huntington productions of A 
Streetcar Named Desire and To 
Kill a Mockingbird, would seem 
to specialize in Southern cooking. 
But rather than the porches and 
crickets of Mockingbird, 
Menagerie serves up a towering

slum, a rabbit warren of metal fire 
escapes in which the Wingfield 
apartment is a dingily furnished, 
filmily curtained mouse hole. ‘At 
once dwarfed and trapped, Garret 
Dillahunt is a laconic, ironic Tom, 
one whose cowlick does indeed 
need tending and whose poetic 
utterances seem second nature 
rather than art. In his straightfor- 
ward delivery, Tom’s conjuration 
of the play’s social background — 
of a post-Depression world soon 
to be “lit by lightning” but biding 
its time in barrooms, dance halls, 
and the movies — stands out. 
Harmon’s is an_ unusually 
young and attractive Amanda — 
one whose repeated evocation of 
the 17 gentleman callers kibitzing 
about the veranda at Blue 
Mountain may not be fantasy. 
The actress does not stint on 


Amanda’s shrewishness, though 
she fails to convey fully the feroc- 
ity of motherly devotion that fuels 
it. Harmon can be loopily funny, 
nudging hysteria as she counsels 
Laura toward “charm, vivacity . . . 
charm!” or dropping the magnolia 
timbre of “We don’t want our 
gentleman caller to break his 
neck” (the lights having gone out) 
to remark gutturally, “Now 
wouldn’t that be a fine howdy- 
do?” And she certainly captures 
the almost compulsive buoyancy 
of the belle of better days. In fact, 
she sometimes reminded me of a 
more domineering, detoxed Mary 
Tyrone, recalling how she “fell in 
love with James Tyrone and was 
so happy for a time.” 

It is difficult not to make 
Amanda the center of The Glass

Stari Theatre cultivates Ostrovsky 


BY SCOTT T. CUMMINGS Before Chekhov, there was Ostrovsky. 
The most prolific of 19th-century Russian playwrights, Alexander 


Ostrovsky (1823-1886) pioneered the peculiarly Russian form of | 


realism that bypassed the 
mechanical suspense of the well- 
made play in favor of less sensa- 
tional depictions of life in a 
provincial town or on a country 
estate. Ostrovsky wrote dozens of 
these group-portraits-with-angst. 
Now one of the best, a comedy 
called The Forest (1871), receives 
its long overdue New England 
premiere in this modest produc- 
tion by Stari Theatre. 

The play takes place in and 
around the estate of Raisa 
Pavlovna Gurmyzhskaya, a 
wéalthy landowner and charitable 
widow who is selling off her forest 
piece by piece to raise a dowry for 
her impoverished young ward, 
Aksyusha. She intends to marry 
Aksyusha to the aristocratic 
Bulanov, the son of an old friend, 
but the girl is in love with Peter, 
the son of the chiseling merchant 
who is buying up Raisa’s proper- 
ty at bargain prices. Enter 
Gennady Demyanych, Raisa’s 
long-lost nephew and sole heir, 
and his friend Arkady, two

the Russian countryside in search 
of their next engagement. With 
these and a handful of other char- 
acters, Ostrovsky weaves a tan- 
gled web of romantic and fiscal 
relationships that, as the comedy 
progresses, separates the venal 
from the virtuous. 

The Stari production features 
an ensemble of five actors who 
have been rehearsing the play 
with Russian émigré director 
Oleg Kheyfets for the past six 
months. The production is more 
coached than directed; by the 
middle of the first act it already 
feels like a final project in an act- 
ing class, where taking the time to 
remain truthful and honest is 


vagabond actors criss-crossing\~|‘*given --priority ~-over~-authorial 
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intention and audience attention. 
Generally, the acting is unforced, 
as if the performers were at liber- 
ty not to respond until they felt 
the need to respond. The result is 
an earnestness that, however sin- 
cere, Slows down the play and lets 
the air out of the comedy. 

This emphasis on process can 
also be seen in the studious 
approach taken by some actors to 
characterizing their roles. As 
Bulanov, the play’s most eligible 
bachelor, Brad Crews twiddles the 
middle button of his coat nervous- 
ly, a psychologically revealing ges- 
ture that loses meaning as it

focus to Laura is Towers’s stated 
intent. Kate Goehring, in the role, 
adopts a limp that’s no mere 
metaphor. Moreover, though 
pretty, she is decidedly “peculiar,” 
less shy than bordering on the 
autistic, given to scared silences 
and abrupt, husky utterances or 
sudden gestures (as when she 


clamps onto the Gentleman 
Caller, who has induced her to 
dance, like some _ ballroom 


automaton). She is at once more 
and less fragile than many Lauras, 
and her palpable, deer-in-the- 
headlights panic can be funny — 
not always intentionally. 

The scene between Goehring’s 
awkward, inner-directed, yet ethe- 
real Laura and Rich Holmes’s 
unabashedly enthusiastic gentle- 
man caller, who basks in the lime- 
light while drawing her out of her 
shell, brims with humor. Some of 
it is warm and sweet; some is aptly 
ludicrous (though nothing will top 
the daring Trinity Rep staging, 
which transferred Tom's “memo- 
ry” to a cheap motel room where

he lounged with a typewriter and 
Chinese-food cartons, in that 
regard). I like the way Goehring’s 
Laura prepares Jim’s hand to 
receive her treasured glass unicorn 
and the way she retreats into a 
giddy daze after being kissed. 
Trouble is, she stays-there so long 
that the devastation that follows 
the caller’s revelation of a girl- 
friend doesn’t register. And some 
of the scene’s transitions from 
humor to poignance are missed, so 
that the audience keeps laughing 
when it should be pained. 

But the Huntington staging, if 
not in perfect balance, serves as an 
affecting reminder of the exquis- 
iteness of The Glass Menagerie 
itself — one of a handful of 
Williams works truly worthy of his 
reputation. Laura may obediently 
snuff her candelabrum at the end 
of the play. But even in a world 
illumined by lightning, not to men- 
tion by the glare of innumerable 
marquees and the brake lights of a 
long decline, Williams’s autobio- 
graphical candle still glows. ie

purses her lips, and clicks her 
tongue in such a patently squirrel- 
like way that we might be watching 
the result of an animal exercise in 
rehearsal. The choice is amusing 
and strong, but too technical. 
Stevens is less explicit and more 
successful as the waif Aksyusha, 
whose joy of living eventually gives 
way to a suicide attempt. 

The most impressive perfor- 
mance comes from Anne 
Gottlieb, who has the advantage 
of playing only one role (and of 
not having to wear a silly wig or 
hat). Her Raisa is subtle, soft- 
spoken, and yet radiant, making 
sympathetic a character who 
might otherwise come off as a 
scheming middle-aged widow. 
Raisa is that, but Gottlieb adds a 
soulful Chekhovian subtext to the 
character that, for better and 
worse, pulls against the comic 
grain of the play. 

This tug-of-war between come- 
dy and tragedy extends through- 


|. Out the production, .The. perfor- 


mance begins with a scene (trans- 
posed from the middle of the 
play) between the two wayfaring 
actors, one a comedian and the 
other a tragedian, whose paths 
cross as they wander the hinter- 
lands. Using this scene as a pro- 
logue helps Kheyfets to situate the 
play at the crossroads of comedy 
and drama, a hallmark of Russian 
realism, but the production never 
captures the underlying irony 
that’s key to harmonizing the two. 
The Stari production leans too 
much toward the moody and pon- 
derous, even when Peter James, 
double-cast as the servant Karp 
and the timber merchant 
Vosmibratov, has to play a scene 
with himself.

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APPLES IN STEREO: 
CLASSIC GAS 


Except for Oasis, who seemed to feel 
no shame in promoting themselves as 
today’s answer to the mighty Beatles 
(and who needs false idols anyway?), 
there’s been a surprising lack of main- 
stream response to the once-again 
flourishing market for Beatlemania. 
The three double-disc sets of Beatles 
Anthology that have been released 
over the past year and a half may have 
generated some hefty sales figures, 
which did provide a generous cushion 
of moved units for the ailing record 
industry, but there just aren’t a lot of 
artists on the radio right now paying 
homage to the legacy of the Fab Four. 
To find the real Beatlemaniacs you 
have to look to the underground, to 
places like the Elephant 6 Recording 
Company and its affiliate bands — the 
Apples in Stereo, Neutral Milk Hotel, 
and Olivia Tremor Control. 

Tucked away in the elevated city of 
Denver, where the rock scene's 
seemed thinner than the air for the 
past few years, rests the nerve center 
of Elephant 6, a label started by the 
Apples in Stereo back in 93. Apples 
singer/guitarist Robert Schneider 
likens the operation to a “club” or an 
“extended musical family,” which is 
apt in the sense that the bands affiliat- 
ed with Elephant 6 are all signed to 
different labels. Neutral Milk Hotel, 
who are more or less a one-man pro- 
ject led by the hyperactive Donovan- 
esque wordsmith Jeff Magnum, 
released On Avery Island early last 
year on North Carolina’s Merge 
Records. The most Beatles-inspired 
Elephant 6 outfit, Athens-based Olivia 
Tremor Control, are signed to the 
Newport label Flydaddy. And the 
Apples in Stereo, whose latest disc is 
the brand new singles retrospective 
Science Fair (their own Anthology of 
sorts), have a deal with spinART. 

So, what exactly is Elephant 6? 

“We started it to put out the first 
Apples seven-inch,” explains 
Schneider, who’s coming east with 
the band on a tour that’s scheduled 
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for two local stops: next Thursday at” | 


the. Middle East and March | at the 
Paradise, where they'll be opening for 
Sebadoh. “At the time, Jeff from 
Neutral Milk Hotel and Will [Hart] 
and Bill [Doss] from Olivia Tremor 
Control were living in Denver. We'd 
all known each other from growing up 
together in Ruston, Louisiana, and 
we'd all played music and recorded 
together using my four-track. So it 
was just meant to be a way for some 
friends to make records together. In a 
way it’s just a continuation of some- 
thing that started when Jeff and I met 
each other in second grade, but as a 
band the Apples still stand on their 
own as a separate but related entity.” 

On Science Fair you can hear the 
Apples in Stereo coalescing as a band, 








learning to make sophisticated music ’ 


using low-tech equipment, forging a 
sound of their own from stray bits and 
pieces of ’60s pop. The disc opens with 
a warm blast of fuzzed-out, rewved-up 
psychedelia, “Tidal Wave,” which is an 
earlier four-track version of the same 
song that kicks off the Apples’ 1995 
spinART debut, Fun Trick Noisemaker. 
Drummer Hilarie Sidney's roiling back- 
beat and  Schneider’s furiously 
strummed wall of acoustic and electric 
guitars make up for any lack of polish 
with an excess of spirit. But it’s those 
irresistible, Beatles-esque vocal melodies 
that distinguish “Tidal Wave” as some- 
thing more than just a rough demo. 

Elsewhere Schneider pays tribute to 
his favorite "60s icons, the Brian 
Wilson Beach Boys, with “Time for 
Bed,” a sleepy romantic ballad that has 
a floating vocal melody reminiscent of 
“Surfer Girl.” As a songwriter/produc- 
er, Schneider clearly identifies with 
Wilson, or at least with the Beach Boys’ 
penchant for studio experimentation. 
“I like to tinker with songs a lot. Even 
when we've used a four-track, the 
songs end up being real productions. 
There’s a lot of arranging and layering 
that goes into those tracks.” 

The Apples, however, haven’t so 
much as set foot in a modern 24-track 
studio — at least not yet. They did 
graduate from four- to eight-track on 
Fun Trick Noisemaker, and next month 
they'll finally get their first taste of 24- 
track at Studio 45 in Hartford. But for 
Schneider, who produced Neutral Milk 
Hotel’s On Avery Island and co-pro- 
duced Olivia Tremor Control’s Music 
from the Unrealized Film Script “Dusk 
at Cubist Castle,” it’s all about how you 
use the tracks, not how many tracks 
you use. “None of the great bands that 
I admire, bands like the Beatles and the 
Beach Boys, ever really recorded at 
their own home studio. But they had 
enough money to be in control of what 
was going on. If we ever have a million- 
dollar recording budget and I’m in a 
position where | know that I can be in 


.complete control from beginning to 


end, twiddling knobs and setting up 
microphones myself, then | would go 
and do a whole album at a big studio.

THE JESUS LIZARD: 
BEAUTIFUL IS 
AS UGLY DOES 


In any list of the most ferocious live 
rock-and-roll bands playing right 


live & on record 








now, you'd have to include the Jesus 
Lizard, the Chicago quartet who’ve 
assaulted the senses of underground 
rock, post-hardcore, prog-metal, and 
genital-mutilation fanatics across the 
country for the past eight years. With 
a major-label debut at their backs — 
Shot (Capitol), their most cohesive, if 
not their most bombastic, release to 
date — they broke into Cambridge 
on Sunday and Monday for a two- 
night stand at the 600-capacity 
Middle East downstairs. The Jesus 
Lizard mimicked the crassest ele- 
ments of their reputation (which 
mainly have to do with Singer David 
Yow’s penchant for drunken expo- 
sure tactics and his infamous “tight 
& shiny” testicle gag) and then tor- 
pedoed them with an hour and a half 
of precision death-jazz pandemoni- 
um unseen and unheard of since the 
primitive heyday of the Stooges. 

Yow, a five-foot-plus dervish whose 
receding hairline is flecked with gray, 
is certainly the closest monster this 
decade has to Iggy Pop. As rock crit 
Chuck Eddy once observed of the 
Stooges, the Lizard don’t make the 
kind of music you can build “commu- 
nity” on (what subgenre/subculture 
punks demand); Yow’s reactions are 
too personal, too idiosyncratic, and 
maybe too unsettling. On song one 
Sunday night — “Seasick,” from 
1991’s Goat (Touch and Go) — he 
barreled head-first into the crowd 
(like a five-dollar whore, Yow spends 
most of his working nights on his 
back, hands a-grasping at his short & 
curlies). By the third number he’d 
surfed his way to the bar, where mid 
song he stomped down the tabletop 
past the mass of the crowd and start- 
ed passing out free beers. He started 
Shot’s topsy-turvy slide-guitar queasy 
smashfest “Thumbscrews” from the 
depths of the teeming slam pit, then 
charged back the length of the room 
without missing a lyric. Howling and 
sputtering like equal parts Johnny 
Rotten and deathbed-era Tiny Tim, 
Yow played staggering, escaped-pri- 
mate chaos to his bandmates’ 
focused, virtuoso ballistics. Bassist 
David Wm. Sims and new drummer 
Jim Kimball (ex-Mule) laid down 
bedrock search-and-destroy  sav- 
agery; guitarist Duane Denison tore 
through coils of laser-precise 
riffage, peeling off sheets of free- 
associative tension in one second, 
scraping atomic jazzcore hybrid riffs 
in the next, maintaining a tone that 
was aggressive without mammoth 
distortion. 

As the Lizard reached all the way 
back through their career — to 
1990’s Head (Touch and Go) for the 
ultra-violent “Blockbuster,” through 
much of Goat and ’92’s Liar (Touch 
and Go) — they were brashly, ven- 
omously intense, insistently, catharti- 
cally brilliant. If you missed it, you 
missed as beautiful as ugly gets.

The Boston Lyric at its worst: 
Russell Sherman at his best 


BY LLOYD SCHWARTZ Except for one crucial 


moment (perhaps the most critical moment), the Boston 
Lyric Opera’s new production of Mozart’s Il re pastore 


(The Shepherd King), the 10th and last of 
his early operas (he was 19), was one of 
the worst in the Lyric’s checkered (a 
euphemism) artistic history. That moment 
was the big aria, “Lamerd, sarO costante” 
(“I shall love her”), sung by Kendra 
Colton as Aminta, the opera’s hero (a 
soprano role). Alexander the Great has 
revealed that this modest young shepherd, 
who’s in love with the shepherdess Elisa, is 
actually the legitimate heir to the throne of 
Sidon. To accept the kingship, he must 
renounce his beloved and marry the 
daughter of Sidon’s deposed ruler. In the 
aria, Aminta promises to love his assigned 
royal wife, but he’s really singing about his 
abiding love for Elisa. 

Coming late in the second act, it’s the 
richest music in the entire opera the 
most eloquently lyrical and, because of the 
context, also the most dramatic. Colton 
sang it with aching simplicity and let her 
honeyed tone pour out without forcing. 
Conductor Martin Pearlman (the director 
of Boston Baroque in his Lyric Opera 
debut) relaxed the tempo and for the first 
time allowed the music its natural flow, 
while concertmaster Maynard Goldman 
emphasized the swooning emotionality of 
his accompanying violin solo. 

For a moment, Ron Daniels, late of ART 
(staging his first opera), stopped making 
singers fall to the floor or stroll listlessly 
around the stage in figure eights and let 
Colton sing directly to her one listener, and 
to herself. Adam Silverman muted his 
harsh lighting, so one could ignore the pro- 
liferation of ugly green sheep cutouts (it’s 
the pastoral world, see?) or the black-and- 
white warriors (the bad men who are 
invading that peaceful world, see?) filling 
Peter Steinberg’s low-budget sets or the 
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uncoordinated, gauche colors of Catherine 
Zuber’s costumes (a rose and coral dress 
or a violet Balenciaga cape — worn by a 
shepherdess! — conflicting with the glar- 
ing yellow panels covered with all those 
green sheep). Even the stilted libretto, in a 
yet more stilted British translation by 
Nancy Evans and Eric Crozier (“Go, then, 
and reign, my dear one”), seemed sudden- 
ly heartfelt, and you could hear — briefly 
— the voice of true feeling. The aria moved 
me. Some better productions have not had 
such a genuinely moving event. 

But why, mightn’t one well ask, put on 
this opera in the first place? Except for 
“Lamero,” a pretty duet at the end of the 
first act, an exuberant finale-quintet (the 
two times Mozart allows the voices to 
blend), and a few random snatches of 
accompaniment, the music is fairly conven- 
tional. He waited five years to complete his 
next opera, /domeneo, and it was a master- 
piece. In /l re pastore, he set an old 
Metastasio libretto to celebrate a state 
occasion. There’s so little dramatic con- 
flict, or action of any kind, even a more 
inventive operatic director than Danicls 
would be hard pressed to come up with 
compelling stage activity — though a more 
experienced one might have found a more 
convincing way to have his singers move in 
relation to the music. In 1984, Craig Smith 
conducted a concert version at Castle Hill 
(with a cast that included the local operat- 
ic debut of an impressive young mezzo- 
soprano named Lorraine Hunt). There was 
no staging and it wasn’t missed (Smith 
even dropped all the recitative). 

Perhaps the only reason to revive Il re 
pastore is as a vehicle for five elegant high 
voices (three sopranos, two tenors).

Although Colton’s fresh voice 
doesn’t yet have enough variety to 
carry all the demands of Aminta, 
it’s extremely clear and pretty, 
and she has an_ appealingly 
carnest, and modest, stage pres- 
ence. But Susannah Waters 
(returning from last season’s 
Xerxes), despite her lively acting, 
has a shrill voice that’s consistent- 
ly strained (and a strain to listen 
to a disaster in this opera). 
She raced through lines of recita- 
tive like “I hear that our true and 
lawful monarch is still in hiding” 
as if she were presenting a traffic 
bulletin. Mezzo Laura Tucker (in 
Lorraine Hunt’s role) has a pearly 
but monochromatic tone. | hope 
she works on her diction before 
she’s back with Pearlman in 
Boston Baroque’s April concert 
version of Don Giovanni. 

The two tenors are also prob- 
lematical. Mark Thomsen’s 
“Alessandro” (since the opera is 
sung in English, why isn’t he called 
Alexander, which has the identical 
pattern of stresses?) was ham- 
pered by an absurd costume 
(Darth Vader armor, cape, and 
plumed helmet) and even more by 
the “idea” that Alexander symbol- 
izes the dark evils of war invading 
the Edenic countryside (in 
Mozart's celebration of the 
monarchy, Alessandro is the voice 
of reason and _ forgiveness). 
Thomsen delivered the recitative 
with punch, but his coloratura was 
effortful and bellowy. Paul Kirby, 
as Alexander’s confidante who 
finds his beloved offered up as the 
shepherd king’s consort, took an 
act to warm up his sizable voice, 
and his legato singing remained 
shaky throughout. But his mati- 
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nee-idol looks and stage confi- 
dence (he’s a good listener) were 
significant assets, especially since 
he’s on stage most of the opera. 
The orchestra played well, and 
Pearlman is a stylish conductor, if 
too timid about pointing up 
Mozart’s already highly devel- 
oped sense of tonal and dynamic 
contrasts. Finally, though, you 
have to question what motivated 
the Lyric to go forward with a 
project for which it had such 
inadequate resources. (Final per- 
formances at the Emerson 
Majestic January 24 and 26.) 


BOTH BY CONTRAST and by 
any absolute standard, Russell 
Sherman’s astounding Celebrity 
Series recital was everything 
musicmaking should be: not mere- 
ly accomplished (though high 
accomplishment is hardly negligi- 
ble), but ambitious, humane, 
visionary, and fearless — maybe 
the most powerful recital of his 
I’ve ever attended (though that’s 
what | say after almost every con- 
cert of his | hear), and one of the 
most draining. 

This time along with two cor- 
nerstones of the piano repertoire 
the Liszt Sonata and 
Beethoven’s Appassionata — he 
played two world premieres: 
George Perle’s Six Celebratory 
Inventions and Ralph Shapey’s 
Sonata Profondo (dedicated to 
Sherman). The six Perles, exer- 
cises in complex counterpoint 
that were also subtle portraits of 
each of its six composer dedica- 
tees (Ernst Krenek, Henri 
Dutilleux, Oliver Knussen, 
Gunther Schuller, Richard Swift, 
and Leonard Bernstein), were as 
cultured and scintillating as the

Shapey was broad and direct 
(even the irony of the joky 
Scherzando movement was 
straightforward). 

In the two 19th-century mas- 
terpicces, Sherman seemed to be 
exploring the tragic side — the 
cost — of choosing such no- 
holds-barred Confrontations- 
with-Fate: dramatizing how the 
hero gets so caught up in the dan- 
gerous adventure he doesn’t want 
to escape even if he could, and 
how the inevitable place he comes 
to is not necessarily the happiest 
one (like Yeats’s “terrible beauty” 
born out of the martyrdom to a 
noble cause). For Sherman, 
Liszt’s nervous excitement 


seemed inseparable from his ter- 
ror at that sense of inevitability; 
the Beethoven ended in a mad 
victory dance celebrating the 
relentless need to pursue the 
quest — or be pursucd by it. 
Rarely are these grand spiritual 
journeys as compelling or as mov- 
ing as Sherman made them. 
Alternately, the two new pieces 
go poking around in the pleasures 
(and nightmares) of the intimate 
and the teasingly familiar — the 
anti-heroic and everyday that 
somehow also includes a kind of 
heroism. Perle turns “Krenek at 
85” into a quicksilver 12-tone 
music box; “Dutilleux at 80” is a 
pointillist Webern with the blues; 








“Schuller at 70” gets a melancholy 
and tender waltz; “Bernstcin at 
70” is full of familiar quotations 
— “Here come the Jets” — and 
abrupt dynamic shifts. Shapey 
builds large structures out of 
obsessive rhythmic kernels and 
playful syncopations. There’s a 
darker serenade before he finally 
instructs Sherman, at the end of 
the Rondo, to “Go, Buddy, go, in 
a Voice of Thunder.” 

Sherman, of course, isn’t all 
thunder. His textures (emotional 
as well as tonal) are always dap- 
pled, his phrasing is pointed and 
poignant, even his arpeggiation is 
expressive and dynamic. 
Everything has a rhythmic ebb 
and flow, thrust and retreat, that 
acknowledges a larger architec- 
tural plan. Without explaining 
away what's inherently intangible 
or spiritual, he lets you see an X- 
ray of the mystery. 

He preceded the Liszt B- 
minor with a brief, obscure, and 
sublime late-Liszt Wéiegenlied 
(“Cradle Song”), which begins 
with the simplest rocking two- 
note figure and moves into 
increasingly stranger, unearthly 
harmonies. And he ended the 
concert with two lighter-than-air 
encores: a Beethoven bagatelle 
that acknowledges a kind of 
heavenly absurdity and 
Rachmaninov’s exquisite, limpid 
pastorale, Daisies Sherman's 
final reminder of the sheer, 
undutiful joy that undcrlics all 
music. 

After Il re pastore, | wondered 
why | should care about music at 
all.

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The Strangemen’s single hits the beach 


BY BRETT MILANO The Strangemen are like most other surf bands 
in Boston . . . except maybe for the foot-high hairstyles and silver day- 


glo uniforms. And the Amazon dancer who joins them at every show. 


And the way they veer off into 
rockabilly, spy music, and proud- 
ly cheesy sci-fi soundtracks. And 
their claim to be from outer 
space. Other than that, they’re 
perfectly all right. 

“We’re not able to divulge our 
full origin,” notes lead singer 
Captain Ernest Summertime, a 
man who never breaks character. 
“We come from the future, from a 
place called Noman’s Land. We 
were surfin’ a riptide and got 
caught in a time pool, which 
deposited us here. In our passage 
through time we developed our 
new personas here, albeit our hair 
has changed. There are other 
rumors about us, that we’re the 
bastard children of Elvis from 
outer space. These also need to be 
investigated.” 

You get the picture, and you 
can probably tell why these folks 
are fun to see live. For starters, 
they spend more time dressing for 
a gig than most bands spend play- 
ing. (“We do require a separate 





vehicle for the hair,” Summertime 
reveals.) Their next show is set 
for Valentine’s Day weekend at 
Mama Kin. But can they deliver 
the goods on disc? Their just- 
released single, “Hitch Hike 
UFO”/“Killer Wave,” says they 
can. The A-side is a blatant but 
nifty Cramps homage, the flip a 
blatant but nifty homage to Dick 
Dale’s “Mr. Eliminator.” 
Guitarist Del Champion (pun 
duly noted) and drummer Johnny 
Odd provide plenty of propulsion. 
If you really can save the world 
through garage grind, outer- 
space scenarios, and bitchin’ 
tremolo, rest assured that the 
Strangemen are on the case. 
Since most of their songs con- 
cern the three big S’s — space, 
sex, and surfing — I ask 
Summertime what the connection 
among them might be. “Well, they 
all require extreme physical abili- 
ty, of which we have no short- 


coming. We’re not the kind of | 


band that adapts a stage persona, 





then you see them off-stage and 
they're regular guys in thrift-store 
clothes. It’s bigger than I am; it’s 
a way of life. When you're a 
Strangeman, you can do anything 
and still be strange.” Letting a bit 
of context slip through, he reveals 
a possible source of inspiration. 
“Our hair really comes from Kate 
Pierson [the B-52s’ singer, you'll 
recall]. Or if you read the credits 
of the first B-52’s album, it says 
‘Hair by LaVern,’ so maybe we 
should be thanking her. We’re 
thematically influenced by every- 
thing from Brian  Epstein’s 
designing uniforms for the 
Beatles to Devo’s matching hair- 
pieces. We take a little bit of 
everything; we want to be the 
masters of recycling pop culture.” 

At the moment the Strangemen 
are negotiating with managers 
and lawyers, in hopes of realizing 
their dream of making their debut 
disc a CD-ROM.

Tuned in 


Rough Draft examines inspiration 


BY DAVID GERARD There’s a telling moment in Bring 
On the Night, Michael Apted’s documentary on Sting’s 
foray into jazz. Working with the best and brightest of the 


genre was a bold gesture, but from early 


on in the film it’s obvious Sting feels out of | 


his depth and is desperately trying to fit 
into the jazZMen’s milieu. During one jam 
session, saxist Branford Marsalis offers 
Sting a shot: if he wants to hang with the 
big boys, all he has to do is perform one 
song for the band. Which tune? None 
other than that standard, “Meet the 
Flintstones.” 

I recount this anecdote to answer skep- 
tics who'd flinch at its inclusion in a 
“greatest songs” book, for indeed the 
theme from The Flintstones shares space 
with such chestnuts as “Heartbreak Hotel,” 
“Penny Lane,” and “Purple Haze.” Such 
diversity makes singer/songwriter Stephen 
Bishop’s Songs in the Rough a refreshing 
and welcome delight. The book combines 
rough drafts of some of music’s best tunes 
with insightful, often hilarious, observa- 
tions made by their writers. And Bishop 
pays homage to songwriting by delving into 
the process and propounding theories 
about its nature. 

Bishop does not offer any lengthy acad- 
emic discourse concerning melody, chord 
structure, or syntax. Instead, he allows his 
subjects to reveal their own modes of writ- 
ing and their sources of inspiration. We 
learn from Mae Boron Axton that 
“Heartbreak Hotel” was inspired by a news 
clipping of a white-collar suicide, and that 
Elvis’s initial reaction was, “That’s the 
worst song title I’ve ever heard!” Woody 
Guthrie’s “This Land Is Your Land” was 
originally titled “God Blessed America”; his 
daughter tells us the song was a rebuttal to 
the anthem Kate Smith made famous. 
Jefferson Airplane’s “Somebody To Love” 
was first called “Mind Full of Bread” — 
which would have exemplified the psyche- 
delia of Surrealistic Pillow, the album on 
which it appeared. The rough draft of Dean 
Pitchford’s “Fame” uncovers lyrics that 
spoke of insecurity and disenfranchise- 
ment, without its final burst of bravado: 
“You don’t really know me/You think I’m 
someone else/Someone not as fine as you 
are/Someone who will never go far.” 





SONGS IN | 
THE ROUGH: 
ROCK'S GREATEST 
SONGS IN ROUGH- 
DRAFT FORM 


By Stephen Bishop. Published by St. 
Martin’s Press, 142 pages, $27.95. 


Throughout Songs in the Rough you 
come across such revelations and share 
Bishop’s appreciation of the collectors’- 
item quality of some of the treasures the 
book reproduces: the Beatles’ “Good Day 
Sunshine” scribbled on the inside of a torn 
envelope; the appropriately murky, ink- 
smeared draft to Bobby Pickett’s “Monster 
Mash”; the chorus to the Bee Gees’ 
“Stayin’ Alive” hastily jotted on an airline 
boarding pass; and so on. Seeing the lyrics 
to these hits in the penmanship of their 
authors limns a more personal identity for 
the songs, casting new light on their inten- 
tions. On paper, Phil Collins’s draft for 
“One More Night” reads like a prisoner’s 
love letter. Graham Nash’s “Chicago” 
comes across as a bitter protest poem, not 
an idealistic call to activism. 

A few minor bones of contention. Bishop 
divides the book into four sections: “In the 
Beginning,” “Sunshine Days,” “Peaceful 
Feelings,” and “The MTV Years,” yet the 
songs follow no chronological order, and so 
the sections seem like an afterthought, with- 
out providing any sense of continuity. 
Worse, in an act of conceit, Bishop gives us 
the draft to his own “classic,” “On and On.” 
And in the “The MTV Years,” the dreck he 
dredges up includes .even Weird Al 
Yankovic’s parody of the Knack, “My 
Bolonga.” Still, Songs in the Rough makes 
for a fun and informative read, and it rekin- 
dies one’s respect for a medium that, with 
the saturation of PCs and text-writing soft- 
ware, is quickly fading into obsolescence.

* * x MARVIN’S ROOM (1996). 
Jerry Zaks’s adaptation of the late 
Scott McPherson's play (he died 
of AIDS in 1992) is a bracing, 
hilarious balancing act of melo- 
drama and black comedy played 
by one of the most potent ensem- 
ble casts in recent memory. That 
includes mousy, long-suffering 
Bessie (Diane Keaton in a fine 
performance), who has forgone 
love and career in a martyrish 
effort to keep together her 
marginal family: ailing father 
Marvin (an embarrassing Hume 
Cronyn) and dotty Aunt Ruth (a 
heartbreakingly loopy Gwen 
Verdon). When she learns she 
has cancer and needs a marrow 
transplant, Bessie represses a 
decade’s worth of resentment and 
calls on sister Lee (Meryl Streep 
at her blue-collar Si/kwood best), 
who bailed out many years 
before, when Marvin first took a 
turn for the worst.

(1996). Director Terry George fol- 
lows up 1993’s /n the Name of 
the Father with this wrenching, 
passionate, if somewhat more 
manipulative, recounting of the 
1981 hunger strike conducted by 
IRA prisoners (led by Bobby 
Sands) in Northern Ireland. The 
real success of the film is Helen 
Mirren as a Belfast schoolteacher 
who's shocked to find her son 
has become involved with the 
IRA and been captured by the 
British. Gradually she gets politi- 
cized and joins in the Sinn 
Féin—organized demonstrations. 
Mirren conveys with her stunning, 
haggard face the extraordinary

* SPACE JAM (1996). Michael 
Jordan's big-screen debut is little 
more than a 30-second commer- 
cial stretched into a 90-minute fea- 
ture.

It’s directed by 
Joe Pytka, the man who found 
fame by making the live 
action/animation Nike adds with 
Jordan and Bugs Bunny. Bugs 
and all the other Warner Brothers 
Looney Tunes are held captive by 
miniature Martians who want them 
to perform in their torturous space- 
theme park. In a last-line-of- 
defense measure, the earth ‘toons 
challenge the alien 'toons (who 
steal the talents of the NBA's 
finest) to a winner-take-all basket- 
ball game.

assimilate the rest of the galaxy) 
in their attempt to prevent Zefrem 
Cochrane from developing warp 
drive. So far so good, but with 
Captain Picard (Patrick Stewart) 
and to a lesser extent Data 
(Brent Spiner) dominating the 
action, there’s not much room for 
the ensemble playing that made 
the Next Generation TV series so 
successful.

The instrument is essen- 
tially a circuitry-filled box the size 
of a suitcase; when you wave 
your hands through the fields, the 
sound of the instrument alters in 
volume and pitch. The film shows 
a dashing, young, tuxedo-clad 
Leon Theremin, plus perfor- 
mance clips of Clara Rockmore, 
his pretty young protégée and 
lover and a theremin virtuoso in 
her own right. During World War 
Theremin was imprisoned in a 
Soviet gulag; he survived till 
1993, finally returning to America 
just before the end of his life. As 
he and Rockmore walk together 
down the avenues of New York 
City while “Good Vibrations” 
plays on the soundtrack, they 
achieve an unexpected moment 
of pop transcendence. Brattle. 

* * 1/2 THIEVES (1996). The 
characters in André Téchiné’s lat- 
est include Lyon club owner Ivan 
(Didier Bezace), a low-level 
gangster who was shot while 
stealing cars from an auto- 
assembly plant; his son Justin 
(Julien Riviére), a little toughie 
who appears destined to grow up 
like his dad; Justin’s uncle Alex 
(Daniel Auteuil), a cop who's sex- 
ually involved with one of his 
brother's employees, Juliette 
(Laurence Cote); and Marie 
(Catherine Deneuve), Juliette’s 
one-time philosophy professor 
and current lover. The plot is rel- 
atively simple, but Téchiné’s way 
of telling it, moving in and out of 
the heads of these four charac- 
ters and back and forth in time, 
complicates it. After a while you 
grow tired from trying to under- 
stand it all, and the movie's grim 
self-consciousness becomes suf- 
focating.

his or her own. The leading barfly 
(Buscemi) has lost everything 
that matters to him except for 
hanging out at the bar, hitting on 
drunken women, and dreaming of 
becoming a comedian. In a series 
of binges and blackouts, he slips 
in and out of encounters with 
oddbalis, hangovers, and 
irrefutable evidence of his own 
futility. With casual clarity, the 
film unreels its tale sweetly and 
serenely, and Buscemi — as writ- 
er, director, and actor — demon- 
strates an extraordinary degree 
of dramatic integrity. Brattle. 

* TURBULENCE (1996). This 
so-called action thriller is about 
as exciting as a preflight instruc- 
tional; and it takes longer to get 
airborne than an FAA investiga- 
tion.

Naturally the airliner hits turbu- 
lence, and in the mayhem Liotta 
and another death-row freak kill 
the federal marshals and take 
over the plane. Liotta spends 
most of the transcontinental jour- 
ney stalking Lauren Holly's stew- 
ardess as the pilot-less plane 
sails through the mother of all 
storms. Holly does what she can 
as the imperiled heroine, and her 
attempts to land the 747 are 
somewhat interesting from a 
technical perspective, but it’s the 
autopilot with more lives than a 
cat that steals the show.
